HIS is the second in a serics of articles by 
fs the noted historian on the great war's 
effect on the world’s manner of living.

OR the last 40 years the military authorities 
F have been gravely concerned about a cer- 
tain question: If increasing wealth would 
not gradually make the people of Europe lazy. 

Their fears were well founded. There is an 
ancient maxim which has been universally held 
as true through the ages that the country is a 
more productive mother of soldiers than the 
city, the mountains better than the plain, poverty 
better than riches. The countryman and the 
mountaineer, from infancy used to the harsh 
moods of the elements, to the sun, wind, snow, 
as well as fatigue, to sleepless nights and sobriety, 
were always considered as possessing better stuff 
out of which to make soldiers than city men, 
brought up in comfort and ease, more inclined to- 
ward vice, with little resistance against heat and 
cold, against fatigue and exposure, wind and rain. 

We know that during the last 40 years, not 
only have the cities grown out of all proportion 
to the country in Europe, but that ease has in- 
creased in the country, too, and with ease many 
comforts, luxuries and vices have crept into the 
life in the towns and hamlets that for centuries 
belonged only to the great cities. For the last 20 
years the countrymen have no longer lived as in 
former times. They exchange virtues and vices 
with the imhabitants of the cities. Therefore, 
many writers on military subjects asked if in the 
approaching war Europe would not vainly call to 
the mountains and plains for those rugged youths 
who hurried in such numbers to spill their blood 
in the nineteenth century. 

But facts have proved false these fears and 
forecasts. Not only the farmers and working- 
men, but the millionaires as well have hastened 
with incredible readiness to the trials of the long- 
est and most awful war that has been fought in 
Europe since the beginning of the nineteenth 
century. Men who were not able to exist without 
artificial heat in their houses for at least six 
months in the year have’ passed the long, cold 
winter in the northern trenches. The most big- 
oted observers of the new religion of the body 
prescribed by hygiene and her many dogmas have 
gone weeks without soap and water or a change 
of clothing.

even nécessary to our being and a little shakeup 
liberates us from them as from dead skin that 
peels and falls off. 

Man's nature is much less dependent on those 
things than modern civilization would have us 
believe. Is this given as an argument in praise 
of man's nature, or against the customs and in- 
clinations of our times? Before replying to that 
question it is necessary to study another and

WAR HAS MADE WHOLE WORLD 
EASIER TO PLEASE IN ALL WAYS 
VERYONE reasoned in that fashion, and 
E once again, as facts have shown, they were 
all wrong. The only part of the reasoning 
tiuat has turned out to be true is that concerning 
the crisis that would occur at the breaking out 
of the war. The prediction that a violent out- 
break of discontent would occur has proven false. 

No, Europe is today all in arms and tumult; 
but on the firing line, and behind the ‘lines, in 
the interior of -each country, there has never 
been more calm tranquillity. One would say that 
the war has rendered more easy to please the 
most exigent generation in history. Almost all 
Europe is eating bread of the second quality— 
coarse bread—that one year ago the workmen and 
country laborers complained of so bitterly when 
forced to use it. But today who complains of it 
or is surprised? 

Up to one year ago the city streets were never 
sufficiently lighted nor were trains ever numer- 
ous enough nor fast enough. Today in many 
cities—even in Paris, the metropolis of pleasure 
and luxury—the rare individuals one meets pass- 
ing along the street are hurrying along at early 
hours by half-dark streets, as happened every 
evening with our grandfathers in the times when 
men did not waste fossil coal as they now do. 

In all Europe—even in the nonbelligerent states 
—there are fewer trains and these go more slowly; 
the passengers are obliged to put up with longer 
waits and intermediate stations—and more 
changes. * * * What noise and protest would 
have been heard a year ago! Now the people are 
still and resigned. 

Those who said that the European war, like all 
other wars, would enrich a few, but impoverish 
many, certainly did not err. In the belligerent 
countries and in the neutral countries as well, 
how many lawyers, doctors, literary men, artists, 
business men and manufacturers are forced to 
remain idle, or hardly earn a little fraction of 
what they did a year ago. How many property 
owners and persons with incomes have seen every- 
thing disappear. The stock markets closed, busi- 
ness at a standstill, the moratorium almost every- 
where proclaimed, the fate of the different states 
uncertain, none knows any more what he has. 
Yet everybody seems to consider the catastrophe 
the most natural thing in the world. Before the 
war it was only necessary for business to slow 
up a little for everybody to cry out that it was 
no longer possible to live; that the state of things 
was intolerable; that the Governments were 
worthy of universal execration, because they 
didn't know how to cure the ill. Today nobody 
complains and everybody has become economical. 
Yes, economical.

HE head is a very noble one; beneath the 
T snowy locks his great forehead bulges. 
The face is oval, but the great breadth of 
the top of the head takes much of the sternness 
away from his square jaw. The muscles of the 
face are very firm, the cheeks show no signs of 
Sagging, the mouth does not droop. It is the 
face of a man still in his prime. 


But the most striking thing about him are his 
eyes. They are deep set and wide apart. From 
beneath the dark eyebrows and rather full eye- 
lids the blue eyes peer. They are searching and 
inquisitive eyes, but they are as determined as 
they are kindly. Determination shows also in 
the mouth and jaw. The ears are well shaped 
and beautifully set. The nose is strong with 
well curved wings. Edison is the only man of 
undoubted genius that I have ever met whose 
face is absolutely without a single abnormal 
trait. It is a fine, strong, well-balanced head of 
a fine, strong, well-balanced man. 

The first time I ever saw Mr. Edison was many 
years ago in Paris. He had made Hiffel 


and among the few notables gathered in the iit- 
tle room in the tower to listen to the wonderful 
talking machine was Gounod, the famous French 
composer. I could not help telling him, when I 
met him this week in his office, how little he 
had changed. Edison remembered the occasion 
perfectly and how those present had been struck 
as if by something supernatural, just as Edison 
had been when he first heard his experimental 
machine repeateafter him the verses of “Mary's 
little lamb.”

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ANOTHER MEXICAN CRISIS. 
The intimation from Washington that action 
to remedy chaotic conditions in Mexico will fol- 
low the President's appeal for contributions to 
succor starving Mexicans profoundly interests the 
American people. 
The gigantic European conflict and the prob- 
lems growing out of it have drawn attention away 
from Mexico, where conditions have gone from 
bad to worse. They have reached the worst now, 
with the country torn by contending factions 
which were united against Huerta. 
The President is said to have received from 
Duval West, his personal representative, reports 
showing appalling devastation and conditions 
threatening the safety and the interests of al! 
foreigners in Mexico, including Americans. 

The reckless disregard of American and all 
foreign rights in Mexico and the injuries inflicted 
upon foreigners in person and property, would, 
under ordinary circumstances, have brought 
drastic action. We have exercised the greatest 
patience, restraint and consideration; nor is there 
reason to regret that we have done so. It is 
to the credit of the Wilson administration that, 
under heavy provocation to intervene, it has 
given the Mexicans full opportunity to settle their 
differences and restore orderly government. 

Happily, the fjrst intervention is wholly hu- 
mane. It is a relief movement. The President

They realize 
that the necessity may arise, that our own vital 
interests and the cause of humanity may require 
action.

ly affect us. We are pledged not to seek land or 
advantage in dealing with Mexico. 

President Wilson knows the temper and atti- 
tude of Americans towards Mexico. He has been 
the leader of the “peace and patience” elements. 
He can be trusted to do nothing rash; nothing 
that would unnecessarily involve the country in 
war. When, having taken Vera Cruz, he fre- 
frained from driving Huerta out of Mexico and 
withdrew our forces to give the revolutionists an- 
other chance to set up an efficient government, 
he proved his restraint and his strong desire to 
avoid trouble. We may be sure he will avoid 
it now if it is possible to do so without incurring 
consequences worse than intervention would bring. 
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THRIFTY STATE’S ATTORNEY. 

Under the fee system, a State’s Attorney of 
Madison County, Ill., drew three times as much 
pay in one year as the similar officer in St. Louis 
and 65 per cent more than the State’s Attorney 
at Chicago, and in eight years drew a total of 
$26,203 to part of which his legal right is dis- 
puted.

COUNSELOR LANSING’S SLIP. 

z. A. Lelong of New Orleans, a native-born 
American citizen and son of a Frenchman nat- 
uralized in this country, has urgent business call- 
ing him to France. He wrote the State Depart- 
ment, asking if he could be punished in case 
he visited that country for not having reported 
there for military duty and if he could legally 
be impressed in the French army. In Counselor 
Robert Lansing’s reply this is found: 

It appears that you were born with a dual 

nationality and the department therefore can- 
not give you any assurance that you would 
not be held liable for the performance of mili- 
tary service in France, should you voluntarily 
place yourself within French jurisdiction. 
Mr. Lansing is wrong. For 100 years the 
United States has vigorously asserted the rights 
of its naturalized citizens against countries un- 
willing to expatriate them. Once it took an ex- 
treme step in defending an Austrian who had 
only taken out his first papers in this country. 
France would have as much right to impress 
Mr. Lelong as to impress an American whose 
ancestors for 200 years had been born in this 
country, and no more.

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ITALIAN PARALLELS WITH 1866. 
Italy’s last European war broke out 49 years 
ago this spring. Then, with the aid of allies, 
she fought Austria for Venice, just as she is 
now preparing to fight her again with the aid 
of allies for Trent and Trieste. The ephemera] 
nature of the European issues that cause blood- 
shed is shown by the fact that whereas her allies 
then were the Prussians, her allies now are Prus- 
sia’s enemies. 

The diplomatic prelinfinaries, which this year 
were completed with the denunciation of the 
triple alliance on May 4, were consummated in 
1866 on April 8 in a treaty with Bismarck. Then 
as now Austria, seeing war probable, tried to 
keep the peace with Italy by a voluntary ces- 
sion of the territory desired. On June 12 she 
entered into a formal treaty under which Venetia 
was to be ceded to Napoleon III, to be turned 
over by him to Italy in the event that Italy kept 
out of the war. The Italian ministry, however, 
felt bound in honor to Prussia, which country’s 
declaration of war on Austria, June 16, was fol- 
lowed on June 20 by Italy's. 

It is just probable that in the next 90 days 
Italy may have reason to regret that she did not 
accept the tender for the peaceful acquisition of 
the new territory she now desires. At any rate,

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MORE LIGHT ON PRISON ABUSES. 

A firm of accountants, acting for a special 
House committee that is inquiring into the finan- 
cial affairs of State departments and institutions, 
finds evidence of many irregularities in the busi: 
ness management of the penitentiary. 

Disregard of its obligation toward the erring 
humanity committed to its care for reclamation 
has been asserted in much grave criticism of the 
prison in the past. 

The shortcomings how alleged establish, if true, 
a systematic disregard of its obligations to the 
taxpayers and flagrant misuse of property held 
for public uses. 

The accountants, Marwick, Mitchell, Peat & Co., 
declare: 

That meats were bought of Armour & Company 
during 1914 at much higher prices that they could 
have been obtained for from other packers. 

That large purchases of supplies are made with- 
out competitive bids, no less than $92,113 worth 
of goods not contracted for being bought of one 
grocery firm alone in two years. 

That, with the resources of the State of Mis- 
souri behind the institution, loans are made of 
favored bankers at the exorbitant rate of 8 per 
cent. 

That while the clause specifying the minimum 
number of men for whom the prison labor con- 
tractors must pay daily has been enforced against 
some contractors, it has not been enforced against 
others, throngh which favoritism considerable 
losses have been incurred. 

That the three prison automobiles consume as- 
tonishing amounts of gasoline. That the repairs 
of these vehicles in two years amounted to $1968. 

Less important charges are made—that the son 
of the Warden runs a store in which goods of 
various sorts are sold to the convicts and that 
commutation for the rations of five convicts em- 
ployed at the Warden’s residence is made at 
excessive rates in delicacies from the prison 
commissary. While these practices may seem 
petty, they nevertheless have importance as re- 
vealing the spirit of the management and its 

sense of responsibility to a great trust. 

The most serious of all charges is that the 

bookkeeping system is defective. An excess pay- 
ment of $424 to a woolen company was unknown 
to the management until the accountants discov- 
ered it. No adequate records exist from which 
to check up certain expenditures, including $84,277 
spent on a new cell block. Because of this in- 
adequacy, goods valued at $8051 in the commis- 
sary department are unaccountéd for and a loss 
of $2462 on livestock is shown. 
This is inexcusable. -The penitentiary is lo- 
cated at the capital, where the State maintains a 
costly machinery of accounting and a large force 
of expert bookkeepers. 


There is no stronger invitation to egrtrava- 
gance and even graft than insufficient and wun- 
reliable methods of bookkeeping and accounting 
in public offices and institutions. 

This report is another of those forms of pub- 
licity which gradually are acquainting the people 
with the way their penitentiary is run. The 
people in due time will deal with the abuses in 
their own way. 
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ON HAND, AS USUAL. 

The news that ship subsidy advocates are active 
in the Pan-American financial congress at Wash- 
ington, urging their favorite graft and opposing 
the national merchant marine favored by the 
President, need surprise no one. They are always 
on hand whenever or wherever Americans try to 
agree upon a means of freeing this country from 
dependence upon foreign sea freight carriers.

How War Will 
Change Europe's 
Mode of Living

lines, where the sound of the cannon is 
not heard, men and women are working 
with a tranquility that has not been 
known for some time, and they no longer 


tiny has become much harder. That 
furious desire to possess and enjoy, that 
made men impossible to staisfy, has all 
of a sudden disappeared. The French 
have learned the virtue of patience and 
no.longer speak badly of their Govern- 
ment; the Germans have learned the 
virtue of sobriety and eat little—who 
would have dared predict it? The world 
has changed. 

. - - . - a e . 
Human Nature Is Finding Itself. 
How can this most singular phenom- 
ena be explained? This sort of miracle? 
How is it that those who had no peace 
when they were enjoying themselves as 
they'd like to; who were always com- 
plaining of not possessing enough, not 
enjoying themselves as they'd like; wlio 
always thought they were going to be 
ruined—how is it that they are now 
tranquil and content, now that they real- 
ly are on the verge of ruin? Perhaps hu- 
man nature has changed? No; it has 
rather found itself. Many people are 
today glad to be freed of many respon- 
sibilities and obligations that were 
forced on them by an opulent peace; 
glad to be able to live simply, as they 
like, earning less, spending less—so 

working less. 

They are no longer forced to pass all 
the days of the week on that instru- 
ment of torture—the autom»bile, tearing 
crazily along the great streets of the 
world. They are glad to be able to dis- 
pense with a lot of different ‘‘pleas- 
ures” without being dishonored; pleas- 
ures that, because they were o»ligatory, 
hung on them like loads; trips, ban- 
quets, receptions, ceremonies; they are 
clad théy are no longer condemned to 
the tyranny of three or four “‘sports'’— 
costly, tiring and tiresome. 

Time and fatigue are not only neces- 
rary to earn money, but also to spend 
it. We can't enjoy ourselves without 
effort, so he who wants to enjoy him- 
self ‘too much finally gets tired. The 
times in which we live that command 
each one of us to earn and spena as 
rauech as we can, imposes a double fa- 
tigue on us. And not all of us really 
put up with that double fatigue volun- 
tarily. So there are many who, in the 
midst of the sorrows and anxieties of 
war, feel the joy of a brief rest and 
breathing spell; that joy of working 
less and living more peacefully, that 
our generations seemed not to know. 

The people have taken all the more 
readily to this more simple and repose- 
ful life because the change has been 
universal. In many periods, but es- 
pecially in our time, many human needs 
and desires were born of imitation an: 
emulation. Every one desires a cer- 
tain amount of wealth, aspires to cer- 
tain luxuries, comforts and pleasures, 
not because they really would be un- 
happy if deprived of them, but becaus> 
they do not want to be different from 
the people they live near and know, 
nor appear to have less than they have. 
So until a year ago men vied with each 
other, seeking to desire and enjoy more 
and more: and few indeed were th- 
wise ones with enough strength of will 
not to annoy and torment themselves 
with the thought that perhaps they 
were not enjoying themselves as much 
as their neighbors. 

War Is Enforctng Simplicity. 

The war has forced everybody or al- 
most everybody, to live simply, so no- 
body now wants many things that a 
year ago seemed indispensable to his 
happiness. 

So Europe has changed in a few 
months: has given up that mad desire 
for riches and pleasure which so agi- 
tated her one year ago. Europe has 
become patient and unpretentious, 
which is to say, as I claimed on the 
temperance 4uestion, without knowing 
it the people have returned to the old 
system of living. It is only two cen- 
turles ago that man became so dis- 
satisfied, so difficult to please. 

Until two centuries ago, all relations 
and all philosophies taught that man 
had to know how eo hold his desires 
within the bounds of moderation; that 
he should not presume too much on his 
own power; that he should limit his 
aspirations; he should live simply, con- 
sume less riches, treasure the gifts 
that God and Nature had placed at his 
disposal. Since science, America, steain 
ahd the idea of liberty have increased 
man’s confidence in his own power, h2 
has overthrown all these principles. 

Man is now considered to be more per- 
fect according to how much he knows, 
possesses and enjoys; so he must strive 
to get.rich, to increase his dominion of 
nature, to multiply his needs, to make 
more and more powerful the tools and 
instruments he uses. So men have be- 
come dissatisfied because they only con- 
sider each point they reach as a step- 
pirg stone to other points more than 
more distant. 


We Were Unhappy With Everything. 

So was born the strangest, the most 
singular mental disez=se with which the 
world was ever visited. There never 
was a time in history, richer, more 
knowing or more powerful than that In 
which we were born and which laste: 
until Aug. 1, 1914 All the most glo- 
rious ages of the past were poor, igno- 
rant and little compared to the 2 years 
that preceded the Ysuropean war. We 
had everything—wealth, knowledge, lib- 
erty, peace, safety, order. We should 
have been happy. 

No age, however, ever comple'ned so 
much of destiny and the world. On 
every side reformers sprang up to im- 
prove it. From all sides came laments, 
recriminations, criticisms that spared no 
one human or divine. Above all was 
heard the lament of too small earnings. 
The world was never so rich, from the 
highest to the lowest, yet men, with few 
exceptions, never complained so much 
of how little they earned and how lit- 
tle they had. 

The European war was needed to cure 
man of this malady and to guide him 


back to temperance. And as the Euro- 
pean war has closed many manufac- 
tories and shops selling intoxicating 
drinks, so has it taken away from our 
minds so many of the impatient an4 
exigent tendencies that tormented us 
without respite. But have they gone 


to stay? Will the old discontent, anx- | 
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| fous only to make and enjoy, come back 


when peace returns to Europe? Or wit! 
the world live simply for a generation 
or two and only take up again, little 
by little, that costly, ill-bred luxury, 
that insane desire for velocity, the fury 
for superficial pleasures with which 
Europe was running mad until the 
breaking out of the war? 

Simplicity Witill Last Longe Time. 

lt would be impossible today to answer 
this. Only facts can do so. But it is 
not too much to suppose that the ef- 
fects of this moral and mer.tal revolution 
will last In Europe after the war, that 
cne or two gencrations at least will 
ncw be disposed to live more simply 


complain of destiny, although that des-}and be contented more easily with that 


which destiny allows. The generations 
that have seen and gone through the 
terrible trial in Europe cannot help un- 
derstanding that in the modern idea ot 
es.rning and spending, of enjoying with- 
cut limit, there is something forced, 
that doesn't respond to the deep needs 
of human rature. As in every civiliza- 
tion there are the priviledged ones and 
the victims, in the modern civilization 
the priviledged ones are those who can 
work much and rapidly without tiring 
themselves, and who are in a work not 
disagreeable to them. But how many 
have to push themselves beyond thei: 
strength, moreover working at some- 
thing which to them is distasteful, even 
repugnant! 

These are the real victims of our 
civilization. All the wealth and pleas- 
ure which our period of existence can 
give them cannot consols them for thea 
continual inward suffering, forved on 
them by a labor too heavy and too 
hard. 

And perhaps the day is breaking when 
our century will find itself compelled to 
have more regard for these victims, 
until yesterday unhappily buried under 
the happiness and triumph of the privi- 
leged.

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| Edison Will Work 


on War Devices 
Only to Aid U. S. 


Continued From Page One. 


Western Union in Boston, but re- 
signed to carry out experiments on du- 
plex transmission, which led to inven- 
tions saving his old employers $500,000 
a year in construction. ° 
Twelve Hundred Inventions. 

From the time of his ‘first patent for 
a vote-recording machine, taken out in 
Boston when he was 21, up to date, Edi- 
son has patented more than 1200 dif- 
ferent inventions, which is about 2% in- 
ventions every year, or more than two 
a month. But it-was not until 1870 that 
he received his first big money—he got 
$40,000 for a telegraph ticker device. 

Edison at once opened up a manufac- 
turing shop at Newark, and, during the 
next six years, worked on and complet- 
ed many inventions. He assisted Sholes. 
the inventor of the typewriter, to mako 
a successful working model and his own 
work included the motograph, automatic 
telegraph systems, multiplex telegraph 
systems and parafine paper, the carbon 
rheostat, microtastimeter for detecting 
minute changes in temperature, etc. 

In 1876 he moved from Newark to 
his laboratory at Menlow Park, N. J., 
and there he invented many devices 
which have transformed modern 
business and added greatly to the 
pleasure of life. The carbon tele- 
phone transmitter, one of the princi- 
pal factors that transformed the 
telephone from. scientific toy to a 
practical commercial success, was in- 
vented in 1877; thé same vear saw 
the advent of the phonograph, the 
patent for which was issued less than 
60 days after application without a 
single reference—more a tribute to 
the inventor than to his patent law- 
yer. 

Invents Incandescent Light. 

The following year Edison began 
work on the electric problem. Oct. 21, 
1879, he made the first incandescent 
electric lamp and it burned for 40 
hours, during the whole of which 
time Edison sat in front of it avith his 
eves glued on the tiny filament of 
light running along a piece of carbon. 
ized thread. By substituting a thread 
of cellulose he produced a light that 
was commercially practical and on 
the last dav of the vear 7 of the 
new lamps were strung along the 
streets of Menlow Park and brought 
train loads of people from New York 
to see what was rightly considered 8 
modern miracle. 

During the same year Edison had 
invented radical improvements in dy- 
namo electric mechanics, making 
them suitable for the generation and 
distribution of current for light, heat 
and power. He also invented sockets, 
switches and systems for the meas- 
urement of electric currents. Further 
improvements in electric light were 
made during the following year and 
steps were taken to introduce the new 
invention commercially. 

In 1880 Edison invented the mag- 
netic core separator. The following 
year he began the installation of the 
first life-size electric railway for 
freight and passengers at Menlow 
Park and in 1882, Sept. 4, he com- 
menced the operation of thé first 
commercial station for the distribu- 
tion of electric current for light, heat 
and power in New York. 

Making a Machine Talk. 

The next five years Edison worked 
from 18 to 20 hours a day and took 
out more than 309 patents, many of 
which were of fundamental import- 
ance. This period saw the conception 
of a talking machine. In 1887 Edison 
moved to his present laboratory at 
West Orange, N. J., and improved the 
cylinder phonograph, on which he 
took out more than 80 patents in four 
years, 

The motion picture camera was invent- 
ed in 1891 and this mechanism, with the 
continuous tape-like film invented by 
Edison, made possible the moving pic- 
tures which today provide cheap and 
wholesome entertainnient for hundreds 
of millions of people. Edison then was 
h4, at the very zenith of his power, ani 
he devoted the next nine years to the 
great iron ore concentrating enterprise 
which has done so much for the steej 
industry. 

Then he turned his attention to the 
storage battery and invented and intrw- 
duced commercially the Edison alkaline 
battery, which he has continued to im- 
prove until last month when, after more 
than seven years of labor and the ex- 
penditure of $2,000,0, he finally evolve. 
his nickel-iron alkaline battery, whick 
has been adopted for use in the aub- 
marines of the Unite. States navy. 

During the last 15 vears invention hae 
succeeded invention. He revolutionize4 
the Portland cement industry, intro- 
duced the dictaphone and worked on the 
disc phonograph, finally producing an 
instrument which reproduces all over- 
tones. Among his latest inventions are 
the kinetophone, or telking motion pic- 
ture; the transophone, a new type of 
dictating machine operated elattrically 
from the keyboard of the typewriter: 
telephone by means of which both sides 
of a telephone*conversation are record- 
ed on a phonograph cylinder and may 
be preserved for futuce use. 

When the war in Europe broke out, 
England and Germany stopped the ex- 
portation of carbolic acid, which thev 
use to make ammunition. Edison, who 
uses it to make phonograph records, wags 
faced by the necessity of closing down 
his factory. He devised a means of 
making the stuff systematically, worked 
three gangs of men 2+ hours a day tw 
build a plant, and on the éighteenth day 
after breaking grounJ] his factorv was 
turning out his acid. it is now making 
more than a ton a day. 

Ilias Had Many Lawsuits. 

Edison has not always been left in 
peaceful possession of the products of 
his genius. Usually, when he patented 
an invention there were a number of 
other folk who discovered that it was 
really theirs. They didn't know it, as a 
general rule, until] they saw the Edison 
patent. and then they tore their hair 
ardywent to law and spent a deal ot 
money, caused a lot of tioub'’e, made the 
lawyers rivh, made themselves poor-- 
and invariably tost their suit. 

But all threugh his suits at law the 
inventor majntained his usual calm, un-

COUNT TOLSTOI'S SON TAKEN 
AFTER A THRILLING ESCAPE 


He and Companions Tunnel Way Out 
of Austrian Prison; Captured at 
Trieste. 

VIENNA, May 29.—One of the most 
dintinguished prisoners of war captured 
by the Austrian and Hungarian forces 
is a son of the late Count Tolstoi, who 
was taken in the Carpathians recently, 
escaped, and now has been retaken. 

Young Count Tolstoi was placed in a 
prison camp at Milovic in Bohemia, but 
with his companions managed to tunnel 
his way out. He got as far as Trieste. 
where he was recognized and seized. 
The tunnel through which he escaped 
was about 12 yards long, and was dug 
almost under the eyes of the guards, 
from a room to a peint outside the 
wall. 

Tolstoi is one of a number of brothers 
who took the field for Russia, notwith- 
standing their father’s well-known ha- 
tred of war and opposition to an alll.

The Liberty Bell will come to St. 
Louis. next fall if the school ‘children 
of St. Louis wish to see it. 

This was inditated by a telegram re- 
ceived by the Post-Dispatch yesterday 


from Mayor Blankenburg of Phila- 
delphia, who is in charge of arrange- 
ments for the bell’s journey to the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition, San Fran- 
cisco, and return. 

The telegram was sent in response to 
one from the Post-Dispatch, which told 
of Mayor Kiel'’s proclamation, asking 
that school children sign petitions to 
bring the bell here. The message sent 
by the Post-Dispatch also stated that 
the petition blanks were being distrib- 
uted in the schools, and that 75,000 chil- 
dren were expected to sign them. This 
was a conservative statement. for Supt. 
Blewett estimates the number at 80,100 
to 99,000. 

Mayor Bliankenburag’s Message. 
Mayor Blankenburg replied:

Like trade with 
the Europeans, the buffalo became 
something for the Indians to fight 
over. One tribe after another gave 
up its village life and its planting, 
and followed the buffalo in its re- 
cession into the West. The Sioux 
started on the Southeast seaboard

down the stair of civilization from 
a fair order of barbarism into the 
low order in which they were found 
by the whites, Castenada, who was 
the chronicler with Coronado, says 
the Commanches were no better than 
the. wolves hanging on the flanks of 
the buffalo herds.

WrlY THEY OPPOSE 
UENTRAL PARKWAY 


Lacks Merit in Design and 
Would Fulfill None of Func- 
tions Claimed, They Say. 


A statement explaining the opposition 
of the St. Louis Chapter, American In- 
stitute of Architects, to the Central 
Parkway, has been issued fer publica- 
tion. It is signed by T. C. Young and 
“1 other members. 

The architects’ 

wea: 

“The parkway project 
disapproved by resolution of the St. 
Louis Chapter of the American Insti- 
tute of Architects, it seems desirab'e 
to make known the basis for this ac- 
tion. 

“Having been requested to assist in 
the preparation of the Future St. Louis 
exhibit, a number of St. Louis archi- 
tects spent several weeks in an effort 
to adjust the parkway design to a gen- 
eral street plan, as this necessary rela- 
tion had received no previous consider- 
ation by the city. The decision was 
unanimous that the parkway was use- 
less and unnecessary to the logical de- 
velopment of the central business distric: 
and that a much more effective and 
practical method of obtaining the de- 
sired result could certainly be devised. 
This would require, however, a more 
extended study, based on accurate data 
not now available, and to be obtained 
only after thorough investigation of ex- 
isting conditions and records. 


“Surveys Not Made.” 
“Tt is certain that the city has not 


made proper investigations, prepared 
the physical and social ‘surveys’ or ac- 
quired information necesarvy before 
even the consideration of structural im- 
provements should be attempted. Tt is 
manifestly certain that no qualified 
expert advice has been followed in the 
preparation of the parkway design. The 
rrocess and methods of city planning 
ure as well established as the methods 
of planning individual buildings or 
works of engineering. Therefore, when 
the city proceeds to the execution of 
important improvements without inves- 
tigating existing conditions and _  pro- 
viding for future needs, it is taking 4 
risk which no person would think of 
doing in a private enterprise. 

“The present unsatisfactory physical 
condition of St. Louis is the result of 
building without a plan and without 
system or forethought as to future de- 
velopments. The present proceeding in

“It is now known that the ‘arbitrary’ 
could be abolished only by action of the 
Interstate’ Commerce Commission. A 
proper preliminary investigation reveal- 
ing this fact would have made unneces- 
sary the expenditure of $7,000,000 for the 
free bridge. 

‘The. first. necessity is, therefore, for 
the city to acquire a comprehensive 
plan. The actual preparation of a city 
plan is a complex and highly technical 
work, which can be properly performed 
only by a large organized corps of pail 
technical experts and could be obtained 
at an expense not exceeding the cost of 
the coming election. . 

“Cost of Land Only.” 

“The success of the St. Louis Pageant 
was due to well-directed public opinion 
and co-operation in carrying out a plan 
devised and directed by recognized ex- 
perts. 

“The. cost to be determined by the 
commission, which may be authorized 
by the election of June 8, must neces- 
sarily be the cost of the land only. The 
further cost of actual construction 2f 
the Parkway can be ascertained with 
accuracy only from plans and specifica- 
tions, which at present do not exist, 
nor are they in the course of prepara- 
tion. 

“The success of the election will in 
effect carry with it the approval of the 
location and entire design, as this can- 
not be extended or materially altered 
within the limits of the territory cov- 
ered by the ordinance. 

“Legitimate criticism should be invite] 
rather than discouraged or suppressed, 
and in the case of the parkway must be 
based on the scheme as presented for 
approval in the form of the published 
plan. It may not be avoided on the 
promise of intangible improvements to 
be added in the future. 

“The parkway scheme bears no studie.l 
relation to any other possible improve- 
ment, and in its proposed location be- 
comes a means of further separation 
between two important sections of the 
citv, while the great need is for unifica- 
tion. 

“No Relief for Traffic.” 

“It would not serve for the relief of 
traffic congestion if the present main 
course of traffic could be deflected to 
the parkway. The congestion would 
merely be transferred to Grand avenue, 
which must be traversed for many 
blocks before traffic could be delivered 
into the six or seven important western 
arteries between Forest Park boulevard 
and Easton avenue. 

“Playgrounds, wading pools and rath- 
houses are not consistent features of a 
monumental wighway. They are public 
utilities and should be located with ref- 
erence to greater sufety, convenience 
and neighborhood necessities as deter- 
mined by social ‘surveys,’ which have 
not yet been formulated. 

“The triple roadway merely passing 
{('nion Station does not form an ade- 
quate setting for a main city gateway. 

“No consideration has been given to 
rroper architectural setting for future 
public buildings nor to improve sur- 
roundings for the Public Library. 

“It is, therefore, our conclusion that 
the Parkway should be disapproved be- 
cause it iacks merit in design and would 
fulfill none of the functions claimed for 
it either from the standpoint of utility 
or beauty. 

“It is our recommendation that steps 
be taken toward the preparation of a 
omprehensive city plan under the ad- 
vice of recoxnized experts, and that no 
important civic improvement be con 
structed previous to the adoption of 
such a plan. 

Other Cities Get Plans First. 

“The course we recommend is that 
«waopted by 15 or *® important American 
cities, which have in the past few years 
taken up the problem of city recon- 
struction or already provided them- 
selves with a fully developed plan. 

“If the course recommended by the 
parkway advocates prevails St. Louis 
will be unique in deciding to reverse 
the usual operation and begin its con- 
atruction previous to the most elemental 
vreliminary study and preparation.

Inception 8 Years Ago 
Architects Late With Objections 


Had Its 


The St. Louis Chapter of American 
Institute of Architects is telling the 
public 10 days before the parkway eiec- 
tion that its members are opposed 
to the parkway. They have waited 
since 1911 to make this public. In 1911 
the City Plan Association's report was 
published and showed a detail map 
of the Central Parkway, providing for 
a parkway between Market and Chest- 
nut streets from Twelfth street to 
Twentieth street, and from there taking 
half a city block directly west of 
Theresa, branching out at that point 
into a large park. 

The public is entitled to know why 
these objections, if there is anything to 
them, were not made in November and 
December, 1914, and the early months 
of this year. In October this ordinance 
was introduced in the Municipal As- 
sembly and received many public hear- 
ings before the House of Delegates and 
also received; a public hearing in the 
Council. Since that time it has con- 
stantly been before the people because 
of the publicity given the referendum 
petition. Again it was given wide pub- 
licity in the question of calling a spe- 
cial election, when it came before the 
last Municipal Assembly for action. 

Walter B. Stevens, present secretary 
of the City Plan Commission, who is 
familiar with the reports and the plans 
from their inception, has made the fol- 
lowing statement: 

The evolution of the Central Park- 
way propositon is interesting. In 190, 
eight vears ago, the Civic League, of 
which the late Henry T. Ként was at 
that time president, put forth a “City 
Pian for St. Louis.’’ The plan was pre- 
sented in a book of 107 pages and 
included maps and pictures. The gen- 
eral city plan committee included Wil- 
liarn Trelease, chairman; J. Charles 
Cabanne, Dwight F. Davis, John D. 
Davis, J. Lawrence Mauran and John 
F. Lee. 

Street Committee Named. 

The defects in city planning from 
which St. Louis was suffering were 
pointed out. The work of preparing 
this plan was divided among commit- 
tees. one of which dealt with thorough- 
fares. This committee on street: im- 
provements was composed of J. Charles 
Cabanne, Herman C. von Schrenk, 
Theodore C. Link, Edward Fiad, James 
C. Travilla, Wilbur T. Trueblood and 
W. P. H. Turner. 

One of the principal recommendations 
dwelt on what the committee called “a 
boulevard to Union Station.”’ Referring 
to the deplorable conditions about Union 
Station, the committee said: 

‘‘No form of improvement counts more 
than a pleasing approach to the city. 
The importance of the land entrance to 
a city can™scarcely be exaggerated. If 
it is attractive, visitors have a pleasing 
impression of the city’s life; if it is 
unattractive, travelers are most likely 
to hurry through without any desire to 
stop off. We have in the Union Station 
a massive and imposing structure of 
which the city can justly be proud, 
but the approach to the station is a con- 
stant rebuke to the esthetic ideals of 
the city. Whatever favorable impres- 
sions of the Union Station the traveller 
may have, they are soon dispelled when 
he views the architectural ugliness all 
about it. Furthermore, if *he takes a 
Market street car or an automobile 
down Chestnut street the same dilapi- 
dated conditions greet him on every 
side. From the Union Station to Twelfth 
street, between Market end Chestnut. 
there is scarcely at respectable build- 
ing to be found. 

Committee's Recommendations. 

‘In order to relieve this unsightliness 
and leave upon the mind of the visitor— 
be he merchant, manufacturer, home- 
seeker, or transcontinental traveler— 
the most favorable first impressions, 
which are usually lasting, and to guar- 
antee to the city for all time a spacious 
and splendid gateway. we recommend 
the purchase of the half block of ground 
along the south side of Chestnut street, 
extending from the Municipal Buildings 
Group to Eighteenth _ street, and 
widening of Chestnut street to 150 feet 
for this distance, and the improvement 
of this wide thoroughfare, by a treat- 
mént similar to tne famous Champs 
Elysees Paris—a boulevard through 
the center for light vehicles and a 
roadway on either side for service 
traffic, with two rows of trees sepa- 
rating the roadways from the boule- 
vard. 

“For the improvement of the imme- 
diate surroundings of the Union Station. 
we recommend the purchase by the city 
of the two blocks lying between Wight- 
eenth and Twentieth streets, Market 
and Chestnut streets, and the transfor- 
mation of this area into a park. 

“These improvements would cost a 
considerable sum of money, but they 
would be of inestimable commercial 
value to the business interests of the 


city and would emphasize in the mest 
effective manner the true importance 
of St. Louis as the commercial gafe- 
way to the great Southwest. 

“it would be desirable if in time the 
proposed broad thoroughfare extending 
from. Twelfth street to Unien Station 
might be continued west to Grand ave- 
nue, but we would recommend only 
that Chestnut street to Beaumont street 
and Pine street from Beaumont street 
be established as a boulevard connecting 
the Union Station Park and the broad 
highway from the municipal group of 
buildings with Lindell, Pine and Forest 
Park boulevards."

In 1911 the association ‘ 
port signed by the seordtary. bee 
Wright. The report recommended the 
measures which had then been intro- 
duced for the cut-off from Lindell into 
Locust, at Channing avenue, for the 
widening of Locust at Thirteenth street 
and for the widening of Washington av- 
enue from Jefferson to Grand avenue. 

Passage of Measures Urged. 

“All of these measures,”’ the report 
continued, ‘‘are in line with the urgent 
necessities in relieving traffic conges- 
tion and’ dangerous intersections and 
should be promptly given hearty sup- 
port in their passage, but should be 
promptly undertaken and completed with 
the utmost dispatch.’’ 

“The question of a fine thorough- 
fare between the logical heart of the 
city, at Grand avenue, near Olive, and 
the business district is one of vital im- 
portance to the proper growth of the 
city. Such an improvement would not 
only form a much-needed traffic-way, 
but by giving it proper scope would 
form a nucleus around which a general 
renovation and beautifying of the city 
might be started. The tentative plan 
which has been worked out under the 
caption of ‘The Central Parkway,’ em- 
bodies some ideas which have ben ad- 
vanced before, but goes farther. we be- 
lieve, than any of the former Plans. It 
would seem to include in a most for- 
tunate manner provision for a number 
of much needed improvements, and by 
binding them into a unit, would have 
the added advantage of the enhance- 
ment of each by the existence of the 
others. 

These improvements which. it is 
suggested, should extend at least 
from Twelfth street to Grand avenue, 
near the present position of Chestnut 
street, would form a wide plaza fora 
public group, with the present city 
hall and Municipal Courts as a 
nucleus for further city buildings; 
this being carried through to the 
Union Station includes, at once, the 
long-felt desire for a better gateway 
to the city, with proper and dignified 
connections to the business and hotel 
districts. West of the Union Station 
a less width is maintained to a point 
beyond Jefferson avenue, where it 
continues along the present Lawton 
avenue at such width as can best be 
secured with the least damage to ex- 
isting buildings. Approaching Grand 
avenue, the parkway branches into 
Lindell and Forest Park boulevards. 
and the intervening spaces are occu- 
pled with open plazas around, and in 
which should be grouped buildings of 
a public and semi-public nature, 
which, by reason of this most centra) 
location, would be convenient to all 
sections of the city.” (City Plan As- 
sociation Report, pages 13-14, pub- 
lished April 1, 1911.) 

The Executive Committee of the 
City Plan Association reviewing its 
work concluded: (Page 6.) 

‘Inasmuch as there has recently 
been adopted an ordinance which pro- 
vides for a City Plan Commission, to 
be composed of six city officials and 
nine members appointed by the Mayor, 
whose duty it will be to prosecute 
the work for which this association 
was formed, we submit to that com- 
mission this report of the efforts of 
this association for city planning for 
St. Louis.” 

Situation Studied a Year. 

When the City Plan Commission was 
organized in the summer of 1911 its 
membership included men who had heen 
especially active in the preceding work 
uf the city plan committees of the Civic 
League and of the City Plan Asgsocia- 
tion. After more than a@ year’s study 
of the situation the City Plan Commis- 
sion, by a unanimous vote, recommended 
the central parkway. 

The proposition which comes before 
ihe voters on the eighth of June is no 
new thing. It has back of it progeni- 
tors and sponsors whose good citizen- 
ship cannot be questioned and whose 
judgment in city planning is admitted. 
The central parkway movement had its 
formal beginning with. the city pign 
work of the Civic League eight years 
ego. It was taken up, studied, and 
recommended by thé City Plan Asao- 
clation four years ago as “‘of vita) im- 
portance to the proper growth of the 
city.” 

The City Plan Commission proceeded 
upon the foundations laid by these 
studies in city planning extending over 
a series of years. It adopted the cen- 
tral parkway as nained and outlined by 
the City Plan Association, changing that 
plan to the width of the whole block 
instead of a ‘half block west of the 
Union Station.

Washed Away. 


The Mississippi River continued to rise 
rapidly yesterday. Between 7 a. m. and 
7 p. m. there was a rise of 16 feet, from 
24.1 to 2.7 feet. The indications are 
that the river will continue to rise until 
Thursday, when it is expected to reach 
its crest, at 30 feet, which is the flood 
stage in St. Louis. It is not expected to 
go more than a few tenths of an inch 
above 30 feet. 

In the five days between 7 a. m. Tues- 
day and 7 p. m. yesterday there was a 
rise of 10.1 feet. The readings for the 
week, taken at 7 a. m. each day, were: 
Monday, 15.6; Tuesday, 15.6; Wednesday, 
7.1; Thursday, 19.9; Friday, 21.6; Sat- 
urday, 4.1L 

The Weather Bureau yesterday, in a 
special river forecast, predicted that the 
Grand River will continue to rise, burt 
will not reach the July (1909) record. 
The Osage will continue to rise for sev- 
eral days and will go above the flood 
Stage. The Gasconade will not pass a 
bank-full stage, except in the lower riv- 
er, where there will be backwater from 
the Missouri. 

Missouri Is Above Flood Stage. 

From Kansas City to its mouth the 
Missouri is now above flood stage, and 
it will continue to rise for several days. 
It is expected that a 26-foot stage will 
be reached at Waverly tomorrow, at 
Boonville Tuesday and at Herrmann 
Wednesday. 

The Illinois River will reach a bank- 
full stage above the mouth of the San- 
gamon and will be slightly above flood 
stage below the Sangamon. 

The Mississippi River, from Hannibal] 
to Chester, will go above the flood stage 
At Grafton a stage of 19 feet will be 
reached tomorrow or Tuesday, and at 
Chester there will be a 30-foot stage next 
Friday. 

The East St. Louls flood gates were 
ordered closed yesterday by G. Locke 
Tariton, president of the East Side 
Levee Board, after the Weather Bureau 
special river forcast was issued. The 
outlet sewer, which discharges through 
the gate, is now being emptied by pumps 
that force the sewage over the top of the 
levee. 

Water Backing Into Sewer. 

It was found yesterday that the water 
had reached such a height that it was 
backing into the sewer, and the outward 
flow had almost ceased. The levee is 
built to withstand a rise in the river of 
38 feet, which is two feet higher than 
the high mark in 1903. 

The Meramec River reached a stage 
at Meramec Highlands and Valley Park 
last night of about 22 feet, the highest 
it has been during this rise. It rose twou 
feet yesterday and was rising last night 
at the rate of an inch an hour, but in- 
formation from Moselle, Mo., 6 miles 
up-stream, was that it had reached its 
crest there and was beginning to fall. 

Farms Are Under Water. 

Most of the lowland farms along both 
sides of the Meramec are under water 
and the losses on the farm crop are 
heavy. Between Fenton and Kimms- 
wick hundreds of acres of corn fields 
are under water. 

Along the river between Eureka and 
Fenton, private clubhouses have been 
damaged and tents set up during the. 
last week by campers have been washed 
away. In the east en of Valley Park, 
known as low town, a dozen families 
have had to flee from their homes.

PRESIDENT PREPARED 
TO CONTROVERT POINTS

British Government to Give Assurances That 


Lusitania Was Not Naval Vessel 
and Was Not Armed. 


WASHINGTON, May 29.—Until the of- 
ficial text of the German reply to the 
American note concerning violations of 
neutral rights in the war zone is re- 
ceived, probably tomorrow, President 
Wilson will reserve comment. 

This word came from the White House 
tonight after press dispatches outlining 
the German note were received. 

It is known, however, that the United 
States Government is prepared to con- 
trovert every one of t®e points men- 
tioned in the summary of the German 
position as published here. The press 
outline conforms with Ambassador 
Gerard's dispatches of the last few days 
forecasting the nature of the Werman re- 
ply. Evidence of an indisputable char- 
acter was gathered by the Washing- 
ton Government prior to the sending of 
the note of May 13, to prove that the 
Lusitania carried no guns, either mount- 
ed or unmounted; that she carried no 
explosives within the meaning of Ameri- 
can statutes and that ho British vessels 
have cleared from American ports for 
several months carrying guns of any 
character. 

The British Ambassador here is pre- 
paring to transmit assurances from the 
British Government that the Lusitania 
was not) armed and that she could not 
be carried on the naval lists as an aux- 
iliary cruiser unless she were armed 
and commissioned, the change from a 
peaceful merchantman to an auxiliary 
cruiser being possible, according to Brit- 
ish practice, only in home ports.

SUBMARINES SINK 
TWO BRITISH SHIPS 


Captain and Five Sailors of One 
Vessel Drowned When Try- 


ing to Launch Boat. 

LIVERPOOL, May 29.—The Elder 
Dempster Line steamer Ethiope has 
been torpedoed and sunk by the German 
submarine U24. 

The new British steamer Spennymoor 
has been sunk by a German submarine 
off Start Point, Orkney Islands. The 
captain and five men of the crew 
of the steamer @were drowned by the 
capsizing of the boat while it was be- 
ing launched and the engineer was badly 
injured by the bursting of a shell in 
the engine room. Twenty-three sur- 
vivors of the disaster have landed at 
Falmouth. 

The Ethiope was bound from Hull to 
Liverpool, when she was to have sailed 
for East African ports. 

The Ethiope, of 2745 tons net, was built 
in 1906 and was owned in Liverpool. She 
was 340 feet long. 

A dispatch from Falmouth said that 
the steamer Saxonian brought into that 
port late last night Capt. McDonald and 
16 members of the crew of the Ethiope. 
They were picked up when drifting 
about in a small boat. Sixteen other 
members of the crew, in another boat, 
have not been reported. 

The Ethiope was proceedings down 
the channel at 9:30 o'clock Jast night 
when a shot crossed her bows. A sub- 
marine, which appeared to be about 300 
feet long came into sight. The Ethiope 
attempted to escape, but two more shots 
were fired and the vessel stopped. 

The commander of the submarine gave 
the men on the Ethiope five minutes 
in which to take to the boats and then 
torpedoed the steamer. She sank in 
five minutes.

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Following is the full text of the Amér- 
ican note to which Germany replied yes- 
terday, reprinted from the Post-Dispate® 
of May 14, the day it was cabled to 
Berlin: 

“Department of State, Washington, 

May 13, 1915. 

“The Secretary of State to the Amer- 

ican Ambassador at Berlin: 

‘Please call on the Minister of For- 
eigen Affairs and after reading to him 
this communication leave with him a 
copy. 

“In view of recent atts of the Ger- 
man authorities in violation of Amer- 
ican rights on the high seas, which 
culminated in thé torpedoeing and 
sinking of the British steamship Lus- 
itania, on May 7) 1915, by which over 
10 American citizens lost their lives, 
it is clearly wise and desirable that 
the Government of the United States 
and the Imperial German Govern- 
ment should come to.a clear and full 
understanding as to the grave situa- 
tion which has resulted. 


“The sinking of thé British passen- 
ger stearier Falabu by a German 
submarine, on March 28, through 

h Leon C. Thresher, an Ameri- 
can citizen, was drowned; the attack, 
on April 28, on the American vessel 
Cushing by a German aeroplane; the 
torpedoing, on May 1, of the Ameri- 
can vessel Gulflight by a German 
submarine as a result of which two 
or more American citizens met their 
death, and finally the torpedoing and 
sinking of the steamship Lustiania 
constitute a series of events which 
the Government of the United States 
has observed with growing concern, 
distress and amazement. 


Recalling the humane and enlight- 
ened attitude hitherto assumed by 
the Imperial German Government in 
matters of international right, and 
particularly with regard to the freé- 
dom of the seas; having learned to 
recognize the German views and the 
German influence in the field of in- 
ternational obligations as always en- 
gaged upon the side of justicé and 
humanity; and having understood the 
instructions of the Imperial German 
Government to its naval céfmanders 
to be upon the same plane of hu- 
mane action prescribed by the naval 
codes of other nations, the Govern- 
ment of the United States was loath 
to believe—it cannot now bring itself 
to believe—that these acts, so abso- 
lutely contrary to the rules, the 
practicés and the spirit of modern 
warfare, could have the countenance 
or sanction of that great Govern- 
ment. It feels it to be its duty, 
therefore, to addréss the Imperial . 
German Government concerning 
them with the utmost frankness and 
in the earnest hope that it is not 
mistakén in expécting action on the 
part of the Imperial German Gov- 
ernmént which will correct the un- 
fortunate impressions which have 
been created and vi: dicate once 
more the position of that Govérn- 
ment with regard to the sacred free- 
dom of the seas. 

“The Government of the United 
States has been apprised that the 
Imperial German Government con- 
sidered themselves to be obliged by 
the extraordinary circumstances of 
the present war and the measures 
adopted by their adveréaries in seek- 
ing to cut Germany off from all com- 
merce, to adopt methods of retalia- 
tion, which go much beyond the or- 
dinary methods of warfare at sén, 
in the proclamation of a war zone 
from which they have Warned neu- 
tral ships to keep away. This Gov- 
ernment has already taken occasion 
to inform the Imperial German Gov- 
ernment that it cannot admit the 
adoption of such measures or such a 
warning of danger to opérate as in 
any degree an abbreviation of the 
rights of American shipmasters or of 
American citizens bound on lawful 
errands as passengers on merchant 
ships of belligerent nationality; and 
that it must hold the Imperial Ger- 
man Government to a strict account- 
ability for any infringement of those 
rights, intentional or incidental. It 
does not understand the Imperial 
German Government to quéstion 
those right.

AMSTERDAM, May 29.—The German Government has just issued «@ 
White Book in reply to charges of extreme and unwarranted cruelty to civil- 
fans in Belgium, made against German troops in two official reports. 

The first of these reports was made public in Washington, Sept. 16, 
1914, by a commission sent to the United States by the Belgian Government. 

The second report is that of the British Commission, headed by Viscount 
Bryce, made public simultaneously in London and Washington, May 12. 

In its White Book the German Government says: 


“Immediately after the outbreak of 
the present war a wild fight of the 
entire people against the German 
troops broke out, which forms a fiag- 
rant violation of international rights 
and which had most serious results 
for the coun of Belgium and her 
people. 

Oltizens Tried to Delay Germans. 

“This war, fought by people ex- 
cited to the highest passion, lasted 
@uring the entire advance of the 
German army through Belgium, As 
the Belgian army, after stubborn 
gehts, retreated before the German 
‘woops, the Belgian civilian popula- 
tion in all parts of the country not 
yet occupied by Germans endeavored 
by all means to delay the German 
advance. 

“They did not hesitate, in places 
which already had been occupied by 
German troops, to hurt and weaken 
the German army through cowardly 
attacks. 

“That the Belgian civilian popula- 
tion of every rank, age and sex, with 
the greatest fury and rage, took part 
in fights against the German troops 
is proved by overwhelming material 
‘founded on official, and in many cases, 
sworn testimony. 

“According to material in hand, 
the Belgian civilian population in 
numerous places in the provinces of 
= Leow. Luxemburg, Namur, Henegau, 
~ Brabant, East and West Flanders 
fought against German troops, and 
the fight was particularly terrible in 
character at Aerschot, Ardenne, Di- 
hant and Liege, of which special re-

“All these attacks openly violated the 
rules and international rights to carry 
arms openly. 

“Violated Rules of War.” 

| “What we principally accuse the 
Belgian population of is shameless 
violation of the rules of war in vari- 
ous places. For instance, at Liege, 
Brussels, Aerschot and Dinant, Ger- 
man soldiers have been murdered 
from behind, which violates the rule 
against assassination or wounding of 
members of hostile people or army. 
(Article 23, Paragraph 1-B of the 
treaty of The Hague). 

“The Belgian people have besides 
paid no attention to the flag of the 
Red Cross, thus violating Article 9 
of the Geneva convention especially. 
They have not hesitated to shoot at 
German troops protected by this flag 
and attack hospitals containing 
wounded soldiers, as well as surgeons 
and nurses performing their duties. 

“Finally, it has been proved beyond 
any doubt that German wounded sol- 
diers have been robbed and murdered, 
may, even mutilated in a most hor- 
rible manner, and that even women 
and young girls have taken part in 
such horrible crimes. The German 
wounded soldiers have had their eyes 
gouged out, ears, noses, fingers cut off, 
their abdomen cut open, while in other 
cases the German soldiers have been 
poisoned, hanged in trees, sprinkled with 
burning fluids and burned in other man- 
ners so they died in a particularly 
painful manner. 

“This beastly behavior on the part 
of the Belgian population not only 
against the express obligation to 
show respect and look after the sick 
and wounded of a hostile army (Ar- 
ticle 1, paragraph 1, Geneva conven- 
tion), but also a blow in the face of 
the first principles and rules of war 
and humanity. Under these circum- 
stances the Belgian civilian popula- 
tion who took part in the fight had, 
of course, no right to claim to be 
| treated as belligerents, but the in- 
stinct of self-preservation of the Ger- 
man army distinctly demanded that 
the sternest of measures be taken 
against these franc-tireurs. All of 
these persons who fought against the 
German troops therefore had to be 
killed and the prisoners taken could 
not be treated as prisoners of war, 
but as common murderers. 

“Old Men, Women, Children Spared.” 

“In spite of this, we have, when- 
ever it was not against the necessity 
of war, endeavored to preserve the 
rules of war, and prisoners were, 
whenever it was in any way possible, 
shot only after a regular examina- 
tion or as sentenced by a court- 
martial. 


“Old men, women and children, even 
when suspected, were spared as far 
as it was possible, and, although the 
patience of the German soldiers was 
tried to the utmost by these vicious 
attacks, they often in a most self- 
sacrificing manner cared for these 
people in every manner, rendering 
protection to the helpless, sharing 
their bread with them and nursing 
the weak and suffering. 


“That the Belgian Government must 
take the blame for these violations 
of international rights by the people 
of Belgium, is beyond any doubt. It 
certainly would have been very easy 
for it, through its newspapers and 
through such officials as mayors, to 
give its soldiers and any members of 
the civil guard the necessary instruc- 
tions so as to control the passions 
of the population, which had been 
purposely roused. The Belgian Gov- 
ernment must therefore take full re- 
sponsibility for the dreadful blood- 
shed which took place in Belgium. 

“The incontestible fact that, from 
the very beginning, the German 
troops in Belgium were forced in the 
interest of self-preservation to fight 
against the population, mfay easily be 
proved by looking into the matter, 
through a commisgion from any part 
of the world. —

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truthfulness, if not of vicious fabrica- 
tions. As matters stand, the commis- 
sion was absolutely unable to test 
the correctness of the stories told to 
its members or to form any idea how 
things happened. 

“Its accusations against the German 
army are therefore nothing but a 
base libel which is disproved by the 
material in our hands. 

“At Aerschot. the fight between 
German troops and the Belgian civil 
population was not caused, as has 
been said in England, by the fact 
that German officers violated the 
honor of the Mayor’s daughter, but 
because the local population carried 
out a well-planned attack against the 
commander-in-chief and assassinated | 
him from behind. 

“At Dinant, the people who fell vioc- 
tims to the German arms were not 
innocent, peaceful citizens, but mur- 
derers, who cowardly attacked the 
German soldiers and forced the troops 
into a fight, which resulted in the 
destruction of the city. 

“At Liege the fight with the civilian 
population was not caused because 
retreating German troops were by 
mistake attacked by their own com- 
rades, but the misled population, 
who did not realize the inevitable 
results of such behavior, thought they 
could shoot down the retiring Ger- 
man troops without any danger to 
themselves. At Liege, as in other 
towns, German troops did not start 


firing the city until it was absolutely 
necessary. 


“Caveed by Absolute Necessity.” 
“The Imperial German Government 
believes the publication of the ma- 
terial in hand will prove beyond any 
doubt that the behavior of the Ger- 
man troops against the Belgian civil- 
lan population was caused entirely 
by the violation of international law 
by franc-tireurs and by the absolute 
necessity of war. On the other side, 
the German Government desires to 
express its strong condemnation of 
the population who carried on a dis- 
honest fight, regardless of by what 
means, against the German soldiers, 
and its stronger condemnation of the 
Government which absolutely forgot 
its duties and gave free course to the 
mad passions of the population and 
which now does not feel ashamed: of 
trying to cover up its own crimes by 
lying insults against the German 
army.” 

The four appendices which form 
part of the White Book give count- 
less details of a great number of 
crimes alleged to have been commit- 
ted by the Belgian civilian popula- 
tion. The following details are given 
of the assassination of Col. Stenger 
at Aerschot: 

“The official Belgian commission 
and foreign press have mentioned 
what happened at Aerschot among 
their countless accusations against 
the German methods of war in Bel- 
gium. Neither of them could strongly 
| enough emphasize the barbarian be- 
havior of the German troops and of- 
ficers against the harmless popula- 


have every of un- 
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tion and the absolute lack of neces- 
sity of inflicting punishment,upon the 
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peaceful town. What really happened 
and what has been proved by the 
sworn testimony of a number of dis- 
interested witnesses gives us an en- 
tirely different picture. 

“Cn Aug. 19, 1914, German soldiers 
of the Eighth Brigade infantry were 
sent to Aerschot. The staff of the 
brigade entered on that date the city, 
which apparently was absolutely 
calm. Col. Stengers, comander in 
chief of the brigade, sent his adju- 
tant, Capt. Schwarz, ahead to find 
suitable quarters for the members of 
his staff. 

“Capt. Schwarz was amicably re- 
ceived by the Mayor and his wife, 
and the Mayor indicated his own resi- 
dence, situated on the Market square, 
as the best quarters here. The Colo- 
nel and his orderly, Lieutenant Bey- 
ersdorff, arrived between 4 and 5 in 
the afternoon. 

“Intercourse between the officers 
billeted there and their host was in 
every way polite and friendly. At 8 


7 o’clock in the evening a particularly 


loud shot rang out somewhere in the 
city which gave the signal for gen- 
eral firing at German troops that 
gathered in streets and on the square, 
Most of the shots came from win- 
dows in the roofs. All the doors and 
windows of the house from which the 
first shots were fired were locked and 
had to. be burst open by troops. The 
house was set on fire and several 
civilians who tried to make their es- 
cape were seized. Many of them had 
arms in their hands and of these 88 
adult men were shot as franc-tireurs. 

“Col. Stenger had remained alone 
in his room in the Mayor's house. 
This house was plainly marked as 
headquarters staff of brigades by a 
poster on the door. Fully trusting 
in the pretended friendly feeling of 
the population Col. Stenger had spent 
the wh le afternoon on the balcony 
outside his room, in full view of 
everybody. In the evening he re- 
mained in his room with the doors 
leading to the balcony open. 


“When Capt. schwarz and Lieut. 
Beyersdorff wanted to see him in the 
evening after 8 o'clock, and get or- 
ders concerning measures to be taken 
after the attack, they found Col. 
Stenger lying mortally wounded on 
the point of death in a brightly ii- 
luminated room, with the doors tuo 
the balcony opened.’ The physician 
who was immediately called could 
only confirm the fact fhat the Colone! 
was dead. 

“Mayor's Family Took Part.” 

“The shots which were fired at the 
Colonel, therefore, must have been 
fired at a time when the violent firing 
of shots took place from the houses 
opposite his room. What had hap- 
pened was a deliberate attack on the 
German troops, who were robbed of 
their chief, evidently in the hope that 
this would cause a panic. Search of 
the house, which took place imme- 
diately. proved that the family of 
the Mayor not only was aware of the 
hostilities but took part in them. 
From the cellary which wes locked 
and the keys which the family pre- 


ne 


tended had been mislaid, shots were 
fired into the streets, and in one of 
the cellar windows, an arrangement 
was found to make the position of 
the man who fired the shots: more 
comfortable. 7 

“A musketeer testified he had dis- 
tinctly seen one of the shots fired from 
this house. The only person who could 
hate committed this deed was the son 
of the Mayor, who had been hidden by 
the family, and who was brought out 
of his hiding place. As to the com- 
plicity of the family in the murder of 
the Colonel whom they had received in 
a friendly manner, it was proved be- 
yond any doubt. The father and son 
were shot the next day, Aug. 2, 

“The brother of the Mayor, in whose 
house the chief of gendarmes, Capt. 
Karge, who was also attacked, had been 
billeted at the suggestion of the Mavor, 
shared their fate. The participation of 
the entire family of the Mayor proves 
how deliberately the Belgian officials 
took part in such criminal actions 
against the German troops, which un- 
fortunately were too frequent. At Aer- 
schot this pernicious oficial participa- 
tion amounted to the shameless assas- 
sination of the commanéder-in-chief.”’ 

Fight at Dinant Is Described. 

The bloody fight at Dinant is de- 
scribed as follows: 

“On Aug. 21 to 23, after the enemy had 
been driven out, Saxon regiments, Nos. 
100, 108, 178, 182,. were made the targets 
of violent fifting from houses, and each 


house had to be attacked separately,: 


hand grenades being used in several 
cases to drive out the inhabitants, who 
fortified themselves on every floor from 
cellar to garret, and who used all kinds 
of weapons. 

‘Those who were caught with arms 
in “hand were shot immediately, while 
those who were merely suspected were 
taken to the Municipal prison as hos- 
tages. 

“In spite of these preventions, the 
grenadiers were here again fired upon 
by the population and suffered consid- 
erable losses, especially in officers. Shots 
were even fired from the cathedral. Al- 
ready during the forenoon, the com- 
mander of the Forty-sixth Bridage real- 
ized’ it would be impossible to control 
the fanatic population without the use 
of artillery. 

“The troops, however, were so scat- 
tered, fighting among the houses, it 
was impossible to call them back im- 
mediately, and it was only at 3 o'clock 
in the afternoon it was possible to 
withdraw the regiments to the heights 
north of Dinant, so that the artillery, 
especially that part of the field artil- 
lery, Regiment No. 12, tnd one battery 
of heavy artillery. could shell Dinant. 

“we finally succeeded in cleaning 
ip the town in spite of the continued 
fanatic resistance of the inhabitants. 
Houses, according to the report, had 
been made into vertiable forts hy the 
barring of doors and windows and 
the accumulation of great quantities 
of firearms and munitions. The pres- 
ence of great quantities of munitions 
‘was proved by constant explorions tn 
burning houses. 

“Official reports expressly empha- 
sized that the fiehting Belgian ciyi- 
lians wore no military signs. The en- 


i prevented the fire from 


| ttre papulation had firmly, unant- | 


mously made up their minds to delay 
the German advance and they must 
blame themselves that part of thém 
were killed during the dangerous 
task they deliberately set for them- 
selves. The resistance was exceed- 
ingly stubborn. All classes, even 
priests, took part with men and wom- 
en, old men and children. 

“Shots were fired from the cellars 
of burning houses, and even while a 
platoon of our soldiers, executed some 
men of the franc-tireurs, they fired 
at them with revolvers, which they 
had concealed, in a most vicious and 
cowardly manner. The people, who 
themselves were invisible from with- 
out, fired through holes at detach- 
ments of soldiers passing by as well 
as at single officers. When German 
troops invaded the houses the peop: 
made their escape through numerous 
caves and subterranean passages to 
continue their murders in other 
places. Some of the male franc-tir- 
eurs wore women’s clothes. 


Says Troops Weren’t Cruel. 

“That troops of the corps did not 
show themselves hard or cruel is 
proved by nmumerous incidents in 
which they cared for women, old men 
and children. A number of women 
who had just given birth to babies 
and who were still in bed, were car- 
ried out of the endangered houses to 
safe places and placed on mattresses 
together with their own wounded. 
The wounded inhabitants (and in 
most cases their wounds were caused 
by the fire of the enemies themsel- 
ves) were bandaged and given con- 
scientious surgical treatment. 

“Children who were found alone were 
handed over to women. A majority of 
the women and children coming from 
burning Dinant and arriving at Les 


Rivages, Aug. 24, were taken into houses 
and given food and drink. Next morn- 
ing they all receivéd coffee from the 
regimental field kitchen. 

*“‘Reports which .surviving inhabitants 
of ‘Dinant have made concerning the 
fighting about their city and the state- 
ments of the Belgian Commission found- 
ed on these, as well as stories of the en- 
emies’ press, are all characterized by 
the fact that, while they entirely con- 
ceal the part which the population took 
in the fighting against our troops, they 
purposely and in the most exaggerated 


/'manner relate what our troops did to 


prevent them.”’ 


Takes Up Rising at Louvain. 

Concerning the popular uprising at 
Louvain, the report tells how rela- 
tions between troops and inhabitants 
were entirely friendly. Not a single ex- 
cess. took place. The behavior of the 
German troops was praiseworthy, as 
even the Belgians admit. But the pop- 
ulation of that city, too, showed great 
friendliness, so that the German sol- 
diers at Louvain felt so safe many of 
them went without arms. 


“This peaceful picture suddenly 
changed on’ Aug. 25, 1914,” says the book. 
“On that date Belgian troops made a 
sortie from Antwerp in the direction of 
Louvain. German troops occupying 
Louvain went out to meet them, and 
the fight ended in the serious defeat of 
the Belgians, who, toward evening, were 
driven back into Antwerp. Evidently 
the inhabitants of Louvain, who, after 
the occupation of the city, had main- 
tained constant secret communication 
with Antwerp, and who knew about the 
planned sortie of their countrymen, had 
not counted on such a result of the fight. 
They held thé wrong opinion that the 
planned attempt to break through by 
the Belgian army, assisted by English 
troops, must meet with success, and 
they saw in the temporary advance of 
Relgian troops victory and encourage- 
ment to take part in the fight them- 
selves. 

“While the battle was still unde- 
cided a German company of the land- 
sturm, who had held a position at 
the northwestern gate of Louvain, 
marched to a square in the eastern 
part of the city, near the railroad 
station, to complete their formation. 
The march toward the rear by the 
landsturm company and other small 
detachments of troops confirmed the 
impression of the inhabitants of 
Louvain that the Germans had been 
beaten and were retreating, and gave 
impulse to the execution of a plan, 
evidently prepared long beforehand, 
to annihilate the Germans as they 
marched back through the city. 


“A short whies after the companies 
arrived in the square in front of the 
railroad station and was at rest there 
im the evening, rockets were sent up 
in the city. ..t the same time the in- 
habitants of Louvain at this signal 
opened a furious fire upon German 
troops. They use* guns, revolvers 
and pistols, from cellars, windows and 
principally from roofs. In many 
places it sounded as if machine guns 
were being used... In their fury the 
population fired at surgeons in the 
hospital for soldiers; on the sick and 
wounded, who were under the protec- 
tion of the Red Cross, so little did 
they care for the rules of the Geneva 
‘convention. They even fired from 
houses from which Red Cross flags 
were flying and directed their fire 
against the hospitals. 

“German Soldiers Mutilated.” 

“In single instances part of the 
population even committed dreadful 
cruelties against helpless German sol- 
diers. 

“A reservist found in the cellar of 
a house the dead body of a.German 
soldier whose abdomen had been cut 
open with a sharp knife. Another 
German soldier was mutilated by 
furious inhuman inhabitants in such 
an atrocious manner that he died. 
Against these brutal attacks the Ger- 
man troops must use energetic meas- 
ures, as they already had been 
warned. 

“Those innabitants who had taker 
part in the attack were shot and the 
houses from which the shots had been 
fired were burned. It was not pos- 
sible to prevent the fire from spread- 
ing to other houses and destroying 
some streets. In this manner a 
cathedral also caught fire. Our troops 
spreading 
further and under the guidance of 
officers they put out the fire in the 
most self-sacrificing manner.” 

“The following facts prove this rieing 
was no accident, but had been prepared 
a long time beforehand, as already 


| Table d’Hote Meais 
to Be Abolished in 
Berlin Restaurants 


BERLIN, May 2. 
ITH the idea of still further 
W preventing the waste of food 
supplies in this city, the Ber- 
lin authorities have promulgated 
new rules, to be observed by all 
restaurants in all parts of the citys. 
These regulations become. ef- 
fective June 1 and provide, first: 
Table d'hote meals are abolished; 
in the future only special orders 
will be filled. Second, the larger 
use of vegetables and reéstricted 
use of meat must be encouraged. 
Third, less roast meat and more 
boiled meat must be offered. 
Fourth, the use of fat must be de- 
creased. Fifth, the use of potatoes 
must be limited to the lowest degree 
possible; only boiled and fried po- 
tatoes may be served, 
Furthermore, the police will in- 
troduce new regulations for serving 
of meals, and they will forbid the 
presence in restaurants of neutral 
newspapers not friendly to Ger- 
many.

‘1. The fact that weapons were found 
in great quantities, although these were 
supposed to have been surrendered on 
Aug. 19, according to the report of the 
Mayor. 

‘? The observation which was made 
that a great. number were in Louvain 
and were distributed all over the city. 

‘It was an easy thing for these to 
find rooms in hotels and in many rooms 
in boarding houses, which had been left 
‘vacant by students. Three burning 
houses, containing many boxes of cart- 
ridges and explosives, which had been 
hidden there by the population, ex- 
ploded. According to this, what hap- 
pened was a carefully planned attack, 
which lasted several days, during which 
the fight was-carried on with the great- 
est stubbornness. 


“Priests Took Part in Fighting.” 
“The Belgian Government itself has 


never dared to state that regular troops 
belonging to the Belgian army took 
part. It was a cowardly attack by 
franc-tieurers, who were willingly re- 
ceived and hidden .by the people of 
Louvain. Crimes committed by the civil 
guard were revealed to the entire civ- 
ilized world. At Louvain, unfortunately, 
a number of priests were fanatic enough 
to abuse their influence upon the people 
and advise them to receive franc-tireurs, 
and it was proved that a number of 
them even took a personal part in the 
fighting. 

“Whoever reads the reports of the 
German Government concerning Lou- 
vain, which were not founded on ob- 
servations of excited and in most cases 
uneducated people, but on a rational, 
calmly undertaken examination, must 
realize how worthless are similar ac- 
cusations against German troops, which 
have been made by the Belgians. How 
little value the commission itself places 
upon its imaginary statements * * * Is 
proved by the execution of Coenraet and 
Pater Schmidt. It speaks itself of an 
imaginary execution and adds to the 
story that involuntary witness to this 
imaginary scene were forced to show 
their approval by clapping of hands. 

“Tt is not possible to produce stronger 
proof that this material was hurriedly 
gathered for the cause of making a sen- 
sation, regardless of truth and justice, 
than the fact, of which the Belgian 
Commission can hardly pretend to be 
ignorant, that Bishop Coenraet is even 
today safe and sound, living with Prof. 
Dr. Toels, in Jirien, in Holland.”’

Mrs. Fisher’s suit against 
her son's estate is for $4232, which she 
alleges he cost Her in board, care end 
dector’s bills. 

Fisher was 4 years old, and not until 
after his death, his mother asserts, did 
erhe learn that he was married. He 
died Jan. 2 last and when his will was 
filed, a few days later, it was found 
that he had left a widow and that she 
was made beneficiary in the will: An 
inventory of the estate, filed later, dis- 
closed that Fisher’s holdings were val- 
ued at $101,138.67. 

Secretly Married His Clerk. 

In a suit brought in the Madison Coun- 
ty Probate Court at Edwardsville a few 
weeks ago, over a part of the estate, the 
jeweler’s widow appeared and told for 
the first time.the story of her elopement 
and marriage to Fisher. 

She said that she and Fisher eloped to 
Michigan, Aug. 26, 1912, and were mar- 
ried. She was a clerk in his jewelry 
store in the Victoria Building in St. 
Louls. They never announced that they 
had been married, she testified. Ths 
widow is now conducting the business 
she inherited from Fisher. 

Previous to her marriage, Mrs. Fisb- 
er was Miss Amelia Bronenkamp, a 
daughter of Mrs. Mary Bronenkamp. 
She is living at her mother’s home at 
3965 Magnolia avenue, 

Paid Railroad Fare of “Clerk”. 

When Fisher was. attacked by tuber- 
culosis in 1914, his mother says, she 
paid his railroad fare to Charlevoix, 
Mich., as well as that of his present 
widow, who was then known to the 
mother, she alleges, only as her son's 
clerk, and who went with him as a sort 
of nurse.

DEATH RATE AFTER 40 HIGHER: 
GOVERNMENT SAYS WALK, WALK 


WASHINGTON, May 29. — The 
United States Public Health Service 
has issued this warning to the pub- 
lic: 

“The death rate after the age of 40 
is increasing, in spite of more sani- 
tary modes of living and greater 
protection against communicable 4dis- 
ease. The expectation of life after 
40 is less than it was 30 years ago. 
This is due largely to increased prev- 
alence of the diseasés of degenera- 
tion. 

“The muscles, arteries and other 
organs of those who, as a result of 
sedentary occupation of indulgence, 
take too little oxercise, degenerate.

CENT RAILROAD 
RATEIN ARKANSAS 


Hearing in Case Between Car- 
riers and State to Come Up in 
St. Louis Dec. 11. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., May 2%.—Temporary 
injunctions restraining the Arkansas 
Railway Commission from putting into 
effect its new 2-cents-a-mile passenger 
rate on all roads over 8 miles long and 
3 cents a mile on railroads under that 
length, were granted today in. United 
States District Court to the St. Louis 
Southwestern Railway, the 8t. Louis, 
fron Mountain & Southern, the Chi- 
cago, Rock Island & Pacific, the Pine 
Bluff, Arkansag River Railway and the 
Warren & Ouachita Valley Railway 
companies. 

The restraining orders already granted 
in the United State District Court to 
the St. Louis & San Franciscq Railway 
Co., and to the Kansas City Southern 
Railway Co., against the enforcement 
of new freight rates by the Arkansas 
Railroad Commission were continued in 
force by ordér of the three Judges until 
Dec. il. 

The action of the court today means 
as soon as bonds to protect the State 
of Arkansas are filed and approved by 
the Court, four of the railways will be 
permitted to put into force a 3-cent pas- 
senger rate and the Warrén & Ouachita 
Valley Railway Co. may put into effect 
a 5-cent passenger rate. These fates 
will be in force till the final settlement 
of the case tO@tween the State and the 
railways, which will be heard in St. 
Louis, Dec. 11, that date having been 
set by the Court today. 

The Court fixed the bonds of the rail- 
way cases to cover the excess of the 
e-cent rate over the 2-cent rate as fol- 
lows: St. Louis Southwéstern, $30,000;

WASHINGTON, May 2.—Announce- 
ment that President Wilson would de- 
mand a settlement of the Mexicon prov- 
lem by the warring factions themselves 
within a short time and falling . that, 


/ agopt some means not defined as yet 


to bring about peace, has developed 
acute interest in official and diplomatic 
quarters as to the prospective action of 
the United States. 

The President's appeal for funds and 
supplies to relieve the starving popula- 
tion of Mexico, the preparation at the 
White House of a statement to be com- 
municated to all military leaders in 
Mexico next Tuesday and arrangements 
of the American Red Cross for a huge 
relief scheme are the first steps in a 
Policy which, it became known today, 
President Wilson has had under consid- 
«ration, with the object of restoring 
Peace in Mexico. 

The text of the President's forthcom- 
ing statement is an official secret, but 
from those who advised with him prior 
to its preparation, it is understood Mr. 
Wilson will address ‘not only the mili- 
tary leaders in Mexico, but the Mexican 
people and at the same time the people 
of the United States. He will review 
in detail the course of the events in 
Mexico since the assassination of Ma- 
dero and Suarez and the usurpation of 
the presidency by Huerta. 

Coustitutionalists Have Falled. 

- The pronouncement, it is said, -wil]l call 
attention tg the fact that the United 
States Government, by refusing to rec- 
ognize Huerta, assisted jn driving him 
out of power 4nd expected from the vic: 
torious Constitutionalists the re-estab- 
lishment of government in Mexico. Near- 
ly a year has passed since Huerta was 
compelled to resign, but the Constitu- 
tionalists, the statement will say, have 
failed in the meantime to restore order, 
conditions growing worse daily, with 
no faction apparently possessing the ca- 
pacity to establish a government. 

In view of these conditions, according 
to reliable information, the statemen: 
will serve notice that as the situation 
-has grown intolerable to foreigners and 
the Mexican people alike, the Mexican 
chiefs must arrange for an early solu- 
tion of the problem. Unless this is 
forthcoming soon, it will be indicated to 
the military leaders in Mexico that some 
other means may have to be employed 
to the Mexican people. The Presi- 
dent not intended to specify this 
Government's course for the present.. 

Officials did not deny today that if 
the Mexican factions failed to compose 
the situation there was a possibility of 
intervention by the United States. 


Might Ask Intervention. 


It was previously pointed out, how- 
ever, that what might have been consid- 
ered by some Mexicans as an aggressive 
intervention would ncw be considered, 
on account of the famine conditions, as 
a humanitarian expedition designed to 
save the Mexican people, helpless in the 
hands of military bands. It is even 
suggested in well-informed quarters that 
one fesult of the food situation, if fam- 
ine continues, would be a direct appeal 
to the United States Government from 
large numbers of the Mexican people for 
intervention. 

The new phases in the Washington 
Government's policy may take several 
weeks to develop. For the present ef- 
forts will be made to get food to the 
Mexicans. The seizure by the Carranza 
authorities of 600 tons of corn pur- 
chased by the International Relief Com- 
mittee is one of the incidents which has 

ted the situation considerably, 
and it is expected notice will be served 
on the Mexican Generals to permit the 
transportation of relief supplies or the 
American Government may be con- 
atrained to undertake the distribution of 
supplies. through its own agencies, 

Wiany Conferences Held. 

The plan of President Wilson has been 
evolved after many conferences with 
Cabinet officers and others. The re- 
port of Duval West, who returned last 
Tuesday after an investigation of tho 
economic and political situation in Mex- 
leo, confirmed the impressions of the 
President that none of the factions 
seemed able to control the military sit- 
vation and that famine was threaten- 
ing in many parts of the republic. The 
President is said to be hopeful that the

Proceedings, However, Were 
Without Hitch and President

WHAT REPORTS SHOWED 


Clubs Have Accomplished Many 
Reforms and Have Made 
Start on Others. 


By Marguerite Martyn. 
HAT impression dces the non- 
W participating observer bring 
away from a State convention 
of women’s clubs? 

I could play it for you on the piano 
better than I can describé or draw a 
picture of it. 

Not an unmelodious nor inharmon- 
ious medley of sound, nevertheless, 
all sound, that’s the impression that 
fairly submerged in memory every- 
thing that happened in St. Joseph 
during the three days’ session of the 
Missouri Federation Biennial just 
concluded. The range, the sustaining 
quality, the endurance of that “ex- 
cellent thing in woman,” a soft voice, 
was not the only thing one learned 
from so great a body of learned 
ladies, of course, but it was the great 
enveloping and consuming impression 
until I got out of range of those 
voices. Being accustomed to the in- 
dustrious hum of machinery, big cyl- 
inder presses, typewriters and other 
noisesome instruments and having at- 
tended several national political con- 
ventions was no preparatory training 
I found, for the buzz and hubbub éma- 
nating from the throats of 600 Women 
when they all talked at once. 


Schedule Kept to Letter. 


It was not surprising to find that 
the meetings were conducted with 
greater expedition, order and regard 
for parliamentary law than most 
meetings do. It was not surprising, 
too, that women’s speeches were more 
carefully prepared, more telling in 
dramatic and elocutionary effect, and 
delivered with greater economy of 
time than those of the men on the 
program. None of the men had ever 
got under way where the ten minute 
time limit was imposed and the gavel 
descended, while the women were 
able to reel off volumes in that 
length of time. 

The great wonder is only that the 
program was carried off almost to 
the letter of the printed word, while 
for the most part, the audience just 
kept right on talking, chatting con- 
certedly and unremittingly. The still 
greater wonder is that the poise of 
the presiding officer never was for an 
instant shaken, Her sweetness and 
tact and that radiant all pervading 
smile of hers were unfailing through 
it all. She used the gavel freely and 
would rise toweringly to her feet 
as with her great height and im- 
posing presence she is able to do, and 
she would demand order in her own 
far-reaching voice and she might 
succeed in effecting a barely per- 
ceptible lull. But she drove that 
program through, nevertheless, un- 
deviatingly and without a hitch. 
What a pity that such executive 
ability as Mrs. Chivvis’ is not utilized 
at the seat of real government in- 
stead of at this initiative perform- 
ance! | 

And there were several of her con- 
temporaries in executive ability, forme 
State presidents, among the audience. 


Notable Clubwomen There. 


There was Mrs. E. M. Shepherd of 
Springfield, whose resolute manner 
and forceful utterances when she got 
upon her feet with something to say, 
were not to be distracted by any 
afhount of frivolous chatter going on 
all about her.

K. James of St. Joseph, whose force 
of personality seems to be in her very 
gentleness. One grew to expect that 
when she arose she would have some- 
thing effective to say and always her 
clear, ringing voice wonld compel a 
momentary silence, reminding me, 
somehow, of a church bell pealing 
forth Sunday morning in the country. 
She urged always the need of the 
State endowment fund and finally in- 
duced the convention to incorporate 
the Federation under the laws of 
Missouri, In impassioned tones, in 
one instance, she made this char- 
acteristic epigram: 

“We learn to love our State as you 
only learn to love the thing you work 
and sacrifice for!” 

Then there was Mrs. Henry N. Ess, of 
whom it was said ‘‘she could be State 
president any time she wanted to.”

But then she always has 
held that all men are not prepared for 
citizenship, either. 

From the frequent reiteration of ‘‘co- 
operation,”’ it seems to me this conven- 
tion developed in this word another 
slogan for present use. 

Then there was Mrs. Utter whose per- 
sonality triumphed whenever she chose 
to command attention. She gave fur- 
ther convincing evidence of executive 
and organizing ability when, as presi- 
dent of the Woman’s Couricil, she made 
a record-breaking report of a gain of 
some 4000 members in that club since 
its inception little more than a year ago.

NEW YORK, May 23.—Gen. Victoriano 
Huerta was outspoken today in con- 
demning interference by the United 
States in Mexico. He gave the following 
interview and after reading it as the 
reporter wrote it, the General signed it: 
“Of course, the situation in Mexico is 
very grave. The conditions there are a 
very great deal worse than the news- 
papers in the United States report. You 
feel it as for humanity’s sake; I feel 
it as a son of my country. 
“But I must say again that the Mez- 
ican question must and will be settled 
by the Mexicans exclusively. No inter- 
vention in any way, shape or manner. 
We Mexicans will not stand for it. 
“No matter how the intervention is— 
even if it be in the most friendly spirit— 
it will be looked upon by our wiple na- | 
tion as a stranger's meddling in a fam- 
ily trouble. j 

“There is no such thing as friendly 
intervention. Intervention, no ,.matter 
in what shape it may be phrased, will 
be the greatest blunder yet. It may 
take 1000 men to start friendly interven- 
tion, but this will end with hundreds 
of thousands of men and unfriendly in- 
tervention.”’

The Motor Accessory Trade Associa- 
tion of St. Leuis, represented by its sec- 
retary and the Automobile Dealers’ As- 
sociation, represented by John H. Phil- 
lips, appeared at the meeting of the 
Board of Aldermen Friday afternon and 
protested against the passage of a bill 
to regulate jitney cars, introduced by 
Alderman -Keenig.

SCARCITY OF LEATHER. 
BRINGS NEW UPHOLSTERY 


The scarcity of good leather, compared 
to the proportion of demand, has brought 
apout an important change in automo- 
bile upholstery which, according to many 
manufacturers, will soon become uni- 
versal. Instead of using makeshifts in 
the form of imitation leather, many mo- 
tor car builders already have adopted 
a high-grade of waterproof cloth, de- 
claring that it is even better from the 
standpoints of wear and comfort than 
the best leather they could secure. 

While it was not difficult to secure 
enough leather for upholstering the 
5(,000 cars built a few years ago, the dif- 
ficulty in securing an ample supply has 
steadily increased, unti] this vear, when 
it is expected that fully half a million 
cars will be produced in this eountry. 
Today it is practically tmpossible to ob- 
tain enough good leather to go around. 

Realizing that shortage in the leath- 
er market woyld become more acutet as 
the number of cars increased, automo- 
bile men have encouraged experimenta- 
tion on the part of cloth manuufacturers 
Curing the past year or two. The result 
is a noncracking, nonheating, weather- 
rroof fabric of such attractive appear- 
ence that many of the leading manufac- 
turers are planning to use it on thelr en- 
tire output thts coming season. 

An added advantage of the cloth up- 
holstery is that it ¢ontains no oil or 
‘surface finish” which may come off 
in warm weather and mar the clothing 
of passengers. Nor does the smooth sur- 
face hold dust. A light brushing will 
remove any dust that may collect. 
Grease and oll spots can be removed 
with soap and water. 

The best of the closed cars have al- 
ways been equipped with cloth up- 
holstery, as it was handsomer, more 
comfortable and cleanlier than leather. 
But until a few years ago this was not 
extended to open cars because of the 
cifficulty of waterproofing and cleaning 
the cloth.

WASHINGTON, May 2.—The Pan- 
American financial conference came to 
an end here tonight after six days’ dis- 
cussion of problems which have con- 
fronted the.two.Americas as a conse- 
quence of the European war. The re- 
port of Secretary McAdoo, presiding of- 
Nicer of the conference, will be laid be- 
fore Congress next fall. 

Secretary McAdoo said he would urge 
upon the President the need of contin- 
uing the work of the conference. He 
pointed out that the delgates had no 
power to take affirmative actio on the 

. question of transportation, but that each 
country, must be left*to deal with the 

‘matter in its own way. “The grup 
committees” of the conference, which 
have done the real work, would be re- 
placed, he added, with permanent com- 
mittees in the United States to continue 
the »work. 

Frank A. Vanderlip of the National 
City Bank of New York, in a statement, 
summarizing the view of the representa- 
tives of the United States, said in part: 

“There was one point on which ev- 
ery member in attendance at the con- 
ference seemed to agree, and that was 
that the greatest obstacle in the way 
of trade development is a lack of trans- 
portation facilities. There were wide di- 
versions of opinion as to how to meet 
the demand, but there was unanimous 
agreement that it must be met before 
really great results are attained.’ 


Banquet Enda Conference, 

A resolution presented by President 
John H. Fahey of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States was 
adopted, pledging the support of that 
Organization to further a better under- 
standing between the two Americas. 
Fahey said he expected to meet in New 
York next week with Vanderlip and 
Senor Aldao, of the Argentine republic, 
to draft a code to govern the settle- 
ment of commercial disputes by arbi- 
tration.

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CELEBRATES HIS. 
35TH ANNIVERSARY 
ON POST-ISPATCH 


William M. Smith Recalls Inci- 
dents in His Relations With 
the Papes’s Founder. 


William M. Smith of 5163 Von Versen 
avenue, yesterday celebrated the 36th 
anniversary of his connection with the 
Post-Dispatch as an employe in the 
composing room. He is the oldest em- 


ploye, in point of length of service, in 
that department. 

Except for a few months of illness, 
Mr. Smith has worked continuously for 
the Post-Dispatch since he was em- 
ployed May 29, 1880, at the age of 24, 
by the late Joseph Pulitzer, foundér of 
the Post-Dispatch. Before he came to 
the Post-Dispatch Mr. Smith had been 
employed as a printer by country news- 
papers, 

The Post-Dispatch at that time was 
at lll North Broadway, where the 
counting room and presses were on the 
first floor and the editorial offices on 
the second. There were then 12 to 15 
printers employed setting type by hand, 
as that was before the day of the 


linotype machine.

a come into use, and:all ‘‘copy’’ was 
written by hand. 
Special Work en Editoriais. 

Mr. Smith, yesterday, told how, for 
several years, his chief work was to set 
the editorials written by Mr. Pulitzer, 
who at that time had active charge of 
all departments of the paper. Mr. | 
Pulitzer’s editorials, Mr. Smith said, 
were much admired by his employes, 
who sometimes found deciphering of the 
long hand in which they were written 
difficult. Mr. @mith said he became par- 
ticularly adept at this and thereafter 
was entrusted with putting them in 
type and with making up the editorial 
page. He since has continued to make 
up the editorial page. 

‘Mr. Pulitzer did not seem to take any 
care about how he wrote the copy for 
his editorials,” Mr. Smith said, “and 
often ignored punctuation and capital- 
ization. But he was very particular 
about the appearance of the matter in 
type. He would correct the proofs and 
sometimes they had to be almost en- 
tirely reset. Often I have wished I had 
saved some of those peculiarly marked 
proofs.” 


Apprehensive Over New York Move. 

Mr. Smith told with what regret the 
employes, ‘who had come to think s0 
much of Mr. Pulitzer, saw him leave 
St. Louis for New York in 1883. When 
he purchased the New York World they 
felt his days as a newspaper proprietor 
were about to end. They believed, Mr. 
Smith said, that he could not success- 
fully conduct the two papers. They 
were agreeably surprised when the con- 
stant and rapid’ growth of the Post. 
Dispatch assured thenr that’a capable 
man was directing it. 

During his service for the Post-Dis- 
patch Mr. Smith has moved with it suc-

ELECTRICITY IN MAN'S BODY 
MIGHT SET OFF EXPLOSIVE 


Expert Puts Forward New Theory to

Prison Commission’s Considera- 
tion of Appeal to Be © 
Virtually Retrial. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ATLANTA. Ga., May 29.—Hearing on 
the appeal of Leo M. Frank, convicted 
of the murder of Mary Phagan, for 
commutation from death to fife im- 
prisonment, will begin before the Prison 
Commission of Georgia early Monday 
morning. The board consista of three 
members—R. E. Davison, chairman; L. 
L. Hainey and T. EB. Patterson. | 

Owing to the unusual interest taken 
in the case, the hearing will be in effect 
a retrial of the case. Solicitor Gen- 
éral Dorsey, who prosecuted Frank, in 
a letter to the Commission, made pub- 
lic tonight, opposes commutation ef 
sentence. 

Until the commission has acted, the | 
Government will take no part. This 
Was made clear tonight by Gov. Slaton 
when asked by a Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent what course he would pursue 
toward delegations coming here to see 
him about the appeal. 

Will Not Hear Argumente. 

“The matter is in the hands of the 
Prison Commission now and wntil «a 
recommendation has been made by that 
body I have nothing to do with it," he 
sald. “Of course, I shall be glad te 
devote a few minutes to delegationa, 
as I am always willing to do toward 
visitors, but this much is clear—I have 
no intention of listening to any argu- 
ments on commutation at present iI 
shall refer all such delegations to the 
Frison Cammission.”’ 

It is still a matter of doubt as to 
which Governor will hear the appeai. 
Indications point to Gov. Slaton as the 
man. Tonight he stated that the case 
might not come to him. 

Judge*Nat Harris, who becomés Gov- 
ernor after June %, has already an- 
nounced that the Frank case is a 
Georgia case and that if it comes to 
him he will handle it from that angie 
and pay absolutely no attention to the 
epinions or the pleas of anyone outside 
Georgia. ‘ 

‘There will be many visitors in At- 
lanta to remain here during the hear- 
ing. Also there will be delegations to 
plead for Frank. Tomorrow represen- 
tatives of the Anti-Capital Punish- 
ment Society of Chicago are expected. 
They are the Rev. Johnstone Meyers, 
Immannel Baptist Church; Judge 
John O’Connor, Chief Justice of the 
Municipal Court, and Mrs. Mary Bia- 
ney Fisher. 

From Savannah will come Judge 
Sam Adams, one of Georgia’s ablest 
jurists; A. Lawrence, Senator-elect, 
and T. Mayhew Cunningham. It is 
understood Macon will also send a 
delegation. 

Will Last Several Days. 

The Frank hearing will last three. 
or four days. The forces of the de- 
fense will be led by former Congress- 
man William M. Howard and he will 
be assisted hy several of the attor- 
neys ‘who have been connected with 
the case before. On account of the 
crowd expected, the hearing is to 
be held in the Senate Chamber 

Now that the Georgia courts have 
been upheld by the Supreme Court 
there has been a marked changes ia 
sentiment, and it is the general be- 
lief in Atlanta that commutation will 
be reconimended. 

The change is best shown by the 
Georgia petitioners for clemency, in- 
| cluded in the list being Senator Hard- 
wick, Willlam Schley Howard, Con- 
gsressman from this district; Hooper 
Alexanéer, United States District At- 
torney; Judge Powell, Judge Spencer 
Atkinson and M. J. Yoemens. 

Also the new feeling toward the 
prisoner is shown in editorials calling 
for clemency in the Atlanta Journal 
and the Augusta Chronicle, which at 
one time bitterly opposed tactics em- 
ployed by Frank's attomeys. 

Appeal for Clemency. 

United States District Attorney Al- 
exander in a 24,00 word communica- 
tion in which he makés an appéal for 
clemency as a private citizen, seeks to 
show by the testimony of the State's 
witnesses that James Conley, a negro 
now serving sentence as an accessory 
after the crime, and not Frank, was 
the slayer. He argues that OConley’s ad- 
mission that he wrote the “murder note” 
found beside the body raises the con- 
clusion. The whole question, he eays 
“resolves inself into an inquiry as te 
the truth of Conley’s story,’ and he 
traces the evolution of Conley’s teati- 
mony, the changes he made in it and 
the probable motive for each variation. 

Mrs. J. W. Coleman, mother of Mary 
Phagan, forwarded -to the commission 
tonight a letter protesting against cém- 
mutation of Frank's sentence. “In this 
matter I have no bitterness,” she de- 
clared, “‘but feel that the penalty the 
law has imposed is not too severe.” 

A clemency petition signed by e@itors 
of about 6 leading newspapers and mag- 
azines was received today at Gov. Sla- 
ton’s office. 

Letters in Frank’s behalf also came 
today from Gov. Hanna of North Da- 
kota, Senator Vardaman of Mississippi 
and Representatives Gregg of Texas and

Incubating Goose Eggs With a Hen. 

I should like to know how to hatch 
and raise geese with hens.—Subscriber. 
St. L. 

This is entirely feasible. Of course 
the hens cannot cover many eggs. You 
can tell how many eggs a hen can 
cover thoroughly. Large hens like the 
Brahma or Cochin are good for incuba- 
ting goose eggs. A hen will cover from 
three to five goose eggs ordinarily, de- 
pending upon the size’ Goose eggs ap- 
pear to demand more moisture than hen 
eggs and should be sprinkled with water 
daily if you use hens, espectally during 
the latter period of incubation.

War Scare Not Disturbing. 


The possibility of .this country 
being involved in war seems to dis- 
turb the market very little.

Port receipts 
are heavier than in previous years, 
but light enough to allow a heavy 
decline in port stocks, the decrease 
being over 100,000 bales. The present 
rate of export would, in the remain- 
ing nit-e weeks, carry the total above 
last season's total. 

The stock of cotton in Liverpool is 
1,708,000 bales, of which 1,419,000 are 
American. This is a large stock, but 
exports to Liverpool last week were 
120,000 bales. They seem willing ¢o 
take the cotton. Forwardings for the 
week were 62,090 bales, of which 53,- 
000 were American. The forwardings 
were not smal! when the holidavs are 
taken into consideration, and the 
week treated as but two-thirds of a 
working week. The only trouble in 
England seems to be the inclination 
of their mill operatives to take things 
easv and not turn out the goods in 
sufficient quantities to satisfy the 
needs cf that country.

66 W HEN before,’’ asks Edwin Davies Schoonmaker, in his 
new book, ‘‘The World Storm and Beyond” (Cen- 
: *- * tury Co.), ‘‘was the threshold so conspicuously the 
Gividing line between man’s world and woman’s world? 
‘Suddenly over Europe, as over a vast field with millions of 
human beings at work and at play in the consciousness of a common 
humanity, a great Hand has come down upon the nations and sep- 
arated the sexes, moving the male to the borders and leaving the 
female in the interiors. On one side of qa chasm, rifted as by an 


earthquake and unfathomable almost as life itself, are fathers and 


husbands and brothers ; on the other, mothers and wives and sisters. 
‘‘ And but yesterday in the streets of the cities, in the fields of 


labor, in the places of merriment, man and woman were becoming — 


one. Their occupations were blending, their lives were coalescing 
and eliciting more and more respect and understanding. Today, as 
at a stroke of a sword, they are two, cosmically two, with vast seas 
hetween them. 

‘‘The gradual knitting together of the ages is torn asunder. 
like an old sear the sex -ine has reappeared, and there is no sanc- 
tuary even in the home. From a being clothed yesterday with chiv- 
alry and touching a woman’s hand with reverence, man has suddenly 
dropped back into the jungle and is abroad about his ancient busi- 
ness of killing; while, as in the early days of the race, woman 1s 
flying from the ravager, or is about the house tending her orphans, 
or in the fields wondering why, watching the horizons, anxious how 
the battle is going, or kneeling in the wake of the storm, binding 
up her wounded lord.’’ 

As her recent coming out into the world manifests, the author 


continues, woman remains the most potential phenomenon of the 


present time. ‘‘What the white man, landing on the shores of the 
New World, -was to the Indian, that to the present age is woman, ” 
he asserts. | 

‘‘From the very beginning man has been the conqueror. It 
was man that met the wild beast, chose to meet the wild beast, for 


-the exercise of those qualities which for centuries had been developed 


in protecting the mother when helpless with her young. Here for 
a4 moment the two plamets touch with a small one between them, 


. then swing on round—the one, we may say, to the right; the other, 


to the left; the one toward conquest for food, the other towards a 
gentler, less strenuous life, centering in her child. 

‘‘In a word, as far back as we can trace it, Life is manifesting 
itself more and more in two forms and is carefully gathering about 
these two forms such activities and occupations as will develop to 
the best advantage those qualities which she is persistently seeking 
to develop: in the male, power; in the female, love. 

‘(On the one hand we see the world dehtmanized for purposes 
of production, until it has become possible for great cities annually 
to turn thousands of their helpless men, women and children out 
wpon the streets for no other cause than that for one reason or 
another they have not fitted into the iron machinery of- production. 

‘*On the other side we see woman at present shut out fronr the 
lurger institutions of the world. Nothing in human psycholugy, im 


its social manifestations, so filis one with astonishment as to see 


humanity, conscious of its lost condition, crying up to the skies for 
love, while with equal fervor the heart of woman is yearning for 
the world.”’ 

It is clear, the author drives home his point, that ‘‘the funda- 
mental trouble with society is the separation of power from love, our 
willingness to give to power the utmost freedom in the building and 
control of industries and empires, and our refusal to allow the love- 
nature of woman any social expression. f 

‘*It is as though the race were suffering from thirst and at the 
same time was doing everything in its power to keep all the oxygen 


‘ on one side of the heavens and all the hydrogen on the other side.’* 


Imagine woman, as a landlord, in the dispossessing business ! 
exclaims Schoonmaker. ‘‘ Picture her, if you can, walking through 
her factory where pale women are at work, and seeing only the ma 
chinery! That Herr Krupp should manufacture cannon creates no 
feeling of unfitness. But when Herr Krupp suddenly dies and his 
business falls into the lap of his daughter, Bertha, the incongruity 
is too great to be tolerated. Immediately, not for business reasons 
but for moral reasons, a husband must be found to relieve the mon- 
strous situation.”’ 


The significant fact in the present war, from woman’s stand- 
point, says the author, is that she is being compelled to fill the gaps 
lest in the ranks of the world’s labor by the departure and slaughter 
cf men. He points to the plague of the Black Death, which ravaged 
England in the Fourteenth Century, as having contributed more 
than any other force to the break-down of serfdom in the island 
kingdom. 


‘*Does any one imagine,’’ he asks, ‘‘that a similar slaughter can 
take place today and similar consequences hot follow? For years 
Kurope has seethed with the political, economic and marital unres¢ 
of woman. And now that Death is abroad opening thousands upon 
thousands of domestic doors and thrusting woman toward the outer 
world and freedom, is there anyone who does not perceive that the 
end of another and far wider serfdom is at hand? | 


‘We get but half the meaning of the conflict if we do not see 


that the fall of every soldier upon the borders drafts a woman into 
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a man’s place in the interiors. Read the lists of the fallen as they 
lengthen out day by day inte the millions, and high above the surges 
of steel in the foreground stands out the astounding fact that woman, 
who hitherto has not been master even of her own home, will pres- 
ently find herself in possession of a continent. 


‘*The great question of the present conflict is not os when 
the war is over, the Allies will do with Germany or Germany with 
the Allies, but what woman will do with her opportunity. Will she 
understand that to give peace and justice to the world love must sit 
side by side with power, net only willing, but able to intervene? “Or 
in the inevitable struggle to reach this high place, will she forget her 
great cosmic missign-—to release into the world the waters of: love— 
and hardened by the conflict become a second male, another unit of 
power to continue thé ravages of the first?

After leaving the church I became the private secre- 
tary of one of the foremost men in England, a power- 
ful factor in the councils of the Liberal party, Mr. B. S. 
Rowntree, the cocoa manufacturer of York. I was 
conducting for him an economic investigation on the 
continent of Europe. This investigation took four years 
to accomplish. The results of it were published in 1910 
under the title: “Land and Labor Lessons From Bel- 
gium.” 

This investigation brought me naturally into con- 
tact with many of the leading members of the Liberal 
party. I found myself growing deeply interested in 
British politics. The great movement of social uplift 
was under way. I was part of it. It was another new 
devotion. I decided to reduce the handicap against my 
effectiveness attached to a foreign name. In 1905, then, 
I added to my own name (Tribitsch) that of Lincoln. In 
1909 I took out naturalization papers in the name of 
Tribitsch-Lincoln. 

In the summer of 1909 I received an invitation from 
a big industrial constituency in the North of England 
to become their candidate. This I gladly accepted.

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| Osteopaths convinced that, through 
faulty design, it causes general 
weakness of the spine which, in 
turn, reduces the normal condition 
of vital organs to an extent which 
makes them vulnerable to many 


diseases, tuberculosis, for instance 


HE chair, looked upon throughout all ages 
of the civilized world as one of the great- 
est conveniences of man, has been declared 
to be one of the most deadly enemies of 
the human race. The tired man who has 
toiled all day and spends his evening at 
home in his comfortable rocker, the busi- 
ness man or clerk who spends his day in 

an office chair or the child who sits in his seat at school, 
is courting all manner of disease, according to the de- 
cision of the Kansas and Missouri Association of Osteo- 
paths at their recent Kansas City convention. 

Tuberculosis, heart and kidney disease, Bright's dis- 
ease, and almost every other ailment to which the body , 
is subject, can be traced back to the chair, the osteopaths have decided. The trouble 
with the chair, they say, is that it is not properly shaped to hold the bedy in a natural 
position. And it is not only the ordinary chair, but almost every seat in general use, that 
is condemned by the osteopaths. The street car seat is declared te be a menace and the 
eet who sits on an upholstered seat Is preparing the way for tuberculosis or other 

sease. 

The osteopaths have announced that they will have a chair made which will support 
the body in a natural position and will make an effort to have it put into general use. 

The theory upon which the osteopaths base their charges against the chair is that it 
ge to the spine an unnatural curve and that this curve affects practically every organ 
of the body. | 

The spinal cord is the axis ef the bedy, they declare. This axis runs from the brain to 
the arch of the foot, and has a natural curve. When a person is sitting in a chair shaped 
according to the accepted pattern the curve in the spine is said to be reversed. 


Dr. J. D. Edwards of St. Leuis, after his return from the Kamsas City ceavention, ex- 
plained that the lungs, 


heart and other organs of 
the body are controlled by 
nerves which run from the 
spinal cord to the various 
organs. These nerves con- 
trol the action of the blood 
vessels, and when the spinal 
cord is unnaturally curved 
these nerve tissues lose in 
nutrition. In the case of 
the lungs the bloed 
quently becomes dammed 
up in them and the drain- 
age clogged, which produces 
ah unnatural and therefore 
unhealthy condition. 

The blood from the heart 
goes to the segments of the 
stipe, Dr. Edwards says, 
and from these various seg- 
ments to the other organs The automobile seat is declared to be the 
of the body. The unnatural worst of all. 
eurve of the spinal cord, 
therefore, causes the circulation to be interfered with. Osteopaths declare that 
corrective exercises taken under the supervision of a physician who is familiar 
with the anatomy of the human body will restore the spine to the natural condition. 

The reversed curve interferes with the functions of practically all of the organs. 
The hips, when the body is in a sitting position, it is pointed eut, act as the 
foundation of the body. If the hips are not in a natural position, the effect upon 
the body is said to be the same as the effect upon a house when the foundation 
is disarranged. 

The osteopaths say that the body to be in a natural sitting position should be 
upon a chair which is so shaped that the knees will be lower than the hips. The 
chair that they propose to have constructed will have a flat seat with a very 
slight slant towards the front. 

_ “fest chairs now in general use have a depression in the bottom or else slant 
slightly towards the back. This causes the legs to be higher than the hips and, 
the esteopaths say, places the hips in an unnatural position, which in turn 
affects the spine. 

Street car seats are declared to be especially bad. Many street-car passengers 
sit with their knees up against the seat in front of them, thus throwing the 
weight of their body upon the bones which are at the base of the spine. 

Autoists are said to sit in the most unnatural position of all, especially the 
drivers of autos. They slide well down upon the base of the spine with the feet 
and legs considerably higher. This is declared to be responsible for an increase 
in tuberculosis among chauffeurs and those who drive their own machines. 


Dr. Edwards says that the theory upon which the conclusions of the osteopaths 
are based does not in any way discredit the germ theory of cause for disease 
which has been accepted by physicians universally. The germ, in order to be 
injurious to the body, must first have an avenue of entrance to the organ which . 
it affects. There must also be a resistance lower than normal before the germ 
ean become injurious. The theory of the osteopaths is that if the spine is kept 
in its natural position, in a great majority of cases the other organs of the body 
will remain in their normal condition and there will be no avenue of entrance 
and no lower resistance. 

All impulses from the brain to any part of the body, Dr. Edwards points out, 
must pass through the spinal cord, and therefore if the spinal cord is unnaturally 
curved the functions of any organ in the body may be hindered.

Dr. Edwards asserts that the theory has been proved 
by a series of experiments upon dogs. At the A. T. 


Still Research Laboratories 
in Chicago, he says, a mum- 
ber of dogs were examined 
and treated until they were 
declared to be absolutely 
normal. Then the spines 
of a number of them were 
unnaturally curved and they 
were put in a plaster cast 
and watched for about two 
months. At the end of that 
time they were killed. A 
number of healthy dogs 
were also killed, and exam- 
inations and comparisons of 
the organs of the bodies 
made. In every case some 
organ had been affected by 
the unnatural position of 
the spine, it is declared. 


Dr. Edwards asserts that 
the reversal of a spine can 
be straightened out by a

T has been Engiand’s just and immemorial boast 
that “Brittania rules the wave.’ During the 
first week of the present war, without the strik- 
ing of a blow, the mere existence of the British 
fleet achieved a monumental victory. The great 
German merchant marine. built up in two 
decades of industry and intelligence to a posi- 

tion second only to that of England, vanished as if in 
a day from the face of the earth. The German war fleet 
was promptly bottled up under its fortified bases, and 
British commerce sped upon the Seven Seas unmolested, 
save for a few sporadic raiders. 

Yet, at the end of 10 months of war, British merchant 
shipping has suffered far greater loss through destruc- 
tion and capture than has the German. According to an 
official statement made in the House of Commons, on 
May 17, by Thomas J. McNamara, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary of the Admiralty, 460,628 tons of British shipping 
other than warships had been sunk or captured by the 
Germany navy since the outbreak of war, with a loss 
of life amounting to 1556. German losses of the same 
species amounted to only 314,465 tons, without loss of 
life, so far as the British Admiralty was informed. Its 
navy bleckaded, its paths to the ocean closed, Germany 
was nevertheless more than able to repay the ‘mistress 
of the seas” with blow for blow. | 

These astounding facts, a prediction of which only a 
few would have credited at the beginning of the war, 
are due entirely to a new and until last September un- 
tried engine of naval warfare, the invention of an Amer- 
ican—the submarine. If the highest German hopes 
have their realization, the downfall of the British Em- 
pire, the end of Engiand’s splendid isolation behind her 
walls of water, will date from a Yankee’s conception of 
a war boat with the faculty of submerging itself under 
the sea. 

The submarine, as this is written, has taken tol! of 
14 battleships of the allies, 11 of them British. The sub- 
marine, since the outbreak of war, has destroyed more 
than 200 British noncombatant vessels. Of these 93 
were sunk in the adjacent waters of the British Isles 
themselves, within twelve weeks after the war zone 
decree of Feb. 18. The German campaign of “frightful- 
ness,” the aim of which is to terrorize British shipping 
off the oceans, came to its climax in the destruction of 
the Lusitania, with a loss of 1049 lives, more than 106 
of them Americans. 

These figures are taken from newspaper records, and 
cannot pretend to be official. The truth very likely 
exceeds the statistics civen, as numerous instanecs of 
disaster have been suppressed by the anthorities of the 
various warring Powers. :

The entire British 
fleet, with the seas of the world open at its back, has 
been unable to keep German submarines out of En- 
gland’s home waters. 

Is there no redress against this destructive mite which, 
hidden under the sea, sends destruction speeding against 
battlestiip ‘and liner alike? There is, according to 
Charles C. Witmer, American aviator, who has just ar- 
rived home after spending six months with Russia’s 
Black Sea fleet. The only force that can cope with the 


But even these reports show that the 
submarine has accounted for at feast 
$50,000,000 worth of battleships, cruis- 
ers and destroyers, from which only a 
small fraction of their big crews was 
ever saved. 

The sinking of three armored cruts- 
ers—Aboukir, Cressy Hogue—on 
the one day of Sept. 22, by a singte 
submarine, commanded by the gallant 
Lieut. von Weddigen, afforded the 
world a dramatic awakening to the 
potentialities of the little David which 
has arisen against the Goliath of the 
seas. It was followed in the next three 
weeks by the destruction of a German 
destroyer by a Russian submarine, Oct. 
7; the sinking of the Russian cruiser 
Pallada in the Baltic by a German sub- 
marine, Oct. 12, and the torpedoing of 
the British cruiser Hawke, Oct. 15.

Oct. 31. Two weeks later the battle- 
ship Audacious was sunk on the coast

submarine, he says, is that other new American in- 
vention—the aeroplane. This is because the areoplane 
possesses the faculty of what is called “deep-sea vision.”’ 

An aviator, when he reaches a certain height in the 
air, finds that the depths of the ocean open up to his 
eyes. In clear waters like the Mediterranean, he can 
see as far as 100 feet below the surface, and to him are 
clearly visible any submarines and mines that are turk- 
ing beneath. “The aeroplane,” said Witmer, “is the 
periscope of the battleship.” 

“lf the British Government,” he declares, “had em- 
ployed the same methods that the Russians have put 
into effect to keep the Black Sea coast clear of German 
vessels, the Lusitania could not have been destroyed. 

“Since the time the Breslau and the Goeben threat- 
ened Sevastopol the Russians have been depending en- 
tirely wpon air craft to keep the coast free of sea raid- 
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aeroplanes returned to shore after a 
long chase. Just how badly the cruisers were damaged 
has never been ascertained, but it is a fact that neither 
of them ever returned. 

“After the initial success, the defense of the entire 
coast was left to the aeroplanes, and for three months, 
during my stay at Sevastopol, I saw them go out daily to 
reconnoiter, In this way, Russia was able, with an 
equipment of seven aeroplanes, costing about $100,000, 
to dispense with the services of several cruisers and to 
insure ample protection to Sevastopol from the German 
sea raiders. 

“The employment of a few aeroplanes on the Irish 
coast would have saved the Lusitania. Their dafly re- 
connottering would have prevented submarines from 
coming nearer that 50 miles to the coast, beyond which 
danger line the Lusitania would have had little to fear.

The early histories of Cleopatra’s life were all 
penned by Romans. Rome at that period was very 
bitter towards Cleopatra and Antony. Their 
biographies were written by enemies, and later 
historians based their works largely upon the rec- 
ords of these early writers. 
Cleopatra was not an Egyptian. ‘There was 
nothing but pure Greek blood in 
her veins, though for years her 
family, the famous ‘House of 
Ptolemy, of which she was the 
last sovereign, had ruled Egypt. 


Cleopatra is pictured by Wei- 
gall as a small, delicate and 
very beautiful woman. He says 
that it is not improbable that 
she had light hair and blue 


were also the centers of every form 
of immorality. While Mr. Weigall 
admits many of the offenses that 
were charged to Cleopatra, he shows 
that behind them were motives, 
which, according to the standards of 
the age, justifiéd them to a very 
large extent. 

Instead of the designing woman of 
the East, who by her charms and 
intrigue caused the great Caesar to 
forget his duties to his country “and 
leave Rome to its fate while he lived 
a life of luxurious immorality at 
Alexandria; the reader of Mr. Wei- 
gall’s book sees an innocent and 


beautiful girl, a girl who has never 


had a love affair, led astray by the 
great soldier. Caesar at this time 


was more than 50 years of age, but he. . 


still retained much of the appearance 
of youth. He was always a most 
careful dresser and his personal ap- 
pearance, to say nothing of his power 
as ruler of the Roman Empire, had 
caused many women with - much 
more experience than the youthful 
Cleopatra to fall. In fact, his reputa- 
tion was such in Rome that, Weigall 
Says, it. was customary for every 
husband among the upper class who 
desired to obtain a divorce 
to name ‘Caesar as core- 
spondent. 

After Caesar had visited 
Alexandria and become the 
supporter of Cleopatra in the 
almost hopeless fight she was 
waging with her brother for 
possession of the Egyptian 
throne, it is not strange, 
Weigall points out, that she 
should have fallen in love 
with him. And her actions 
throughout her whole life 
would indicate that this love 
was deep and lasting. 

From Weigall’s book it is 
seen that while Cleopatra 
was never recognized in 
Rome as Caesar’s wife and 
although the’ Roman Senate 

did not’recognize their son, the 
great conqueror was generally 
accepted in Egypt as her husband

In 1907 the health branch of 
the department consisted of seven hospi- 
tals, located one each at various settle- 
ments along the line of the canal, in ad- 
dition to the main hospitals at Ancon and 
Colon, while in 1909 the line hospitals 
had been eliminated, with the exception 
of the penitentiary located at Culebra; 
the sick were carried to the terminal hos- 
pitals on hospital cars attached to pas- 
senger trains. 

The canal zone was divided into five 
municipalities, each with its Mayor, Mu- 
nicipal Court, secretary and treasurer and 
Judge. These were replaced by four ad- 
ministrative districts, to each of which a 
Tax Collector was assigned. The Munici- 
pal Judges were replaced by District 
Judges, and the public works and im- 
provements of the several districts were 
placed under a Superintendent of Public 
Works for the zone. 

Ex-Senator Blackburn, who had served 
as the head of the Department of Civil 
Administration from April 1, 1907, sev- 
ered his connection with the work by re- 
signation, effective Dec. 4, 1909, and by 
this I lost one of my supporters.

and Hungarians. A regular spy-hunting epi- 
demic set in. Every “alien enemy,’ under 
which ultimately all Germans and Austro-Hun- 
garians (naturalized or not) were included, was 
considered ipso facto a spy. Barbers, waiters, 
who had attended to their work from morning 
till evening, and who do not know the difference 
between a torpedo and a 1¢inch gun, and who, 
even if they knew the difference, had abso- 
lutely no time or opportunity or desire to do 
spy’s work, were relentlessly persecuted as such. 

Anybody having a German name, whether his 
family had been naturalized two, three or even 
four generations, was boycotted, persecuted. The 
columns of the Times were filled daily with no- 
tices of changes of names. Then the newspapers 
started a propaganda to prevent the changing of 
names, :nd indeed the Home Office issued an or- 
dinance restricting changes to certain well-de- 
fined cases. Naturalized members of the Stock 
Exchange, of German and Austro-Hungarian 
origin, were excluded from entering or doing 
business upon its reopening, under a far-fetched 
pretext. I myself was several times insulted in 
my club (the National Liberal), although every 
one there knew that I had been an M. P. 

In short it became more and more evident that life 
in England for me or any other foreigner, whether 
naturalized or not, was becoming impossible. 

Slowly but steadily, under the cumulative effect of all 
these barbarities, I made up my mind to shake En- 
gland’s dust off my feet. But I did not want to leave 
without “getting even.” The plan I mapped out to 
achieve this will seem te many startling. 

It was nothing less than a decision to find out important 
naval and military secrets and to betray them to the cen- 
tral Powers, and, having achieved that, to quit England 
forever, if still live. 

This is no mere figure of speech. I knew that what 
I was going to do was technically high treason, but my 
blood was boiling in me at all the calculated barbarities 
inflicted by a haughty, perfidious race upon inno- 
cent people. 

My aim as stated was simplicity itself. But to 
carry it out meant clever acting. Indeed, to effect- 
ively carry out my scheme it was essential that my 
plan of vampaign should only be known to me. 

It was patent to me as a first essential condition 
of success that I must obtain the co-operation of 
the German secret service without letting them 
know what I had in mind. And I take this oppor- 
tunity to apologize to Legationsrath Gneist, the 
German Consul at Rotterdam, for the deception I 
had to practice even on him, and this will no doubt 
make clear to him certain things hitherto inex- 
plicable. I am quite certain that had I let him fully 
into my confidence the whole affair would have mis- 
carried. 

I also wish to apologize to Capt. P. W. Kenny of 
the M. O. 5 (i. e. counter espionage) at the War 
Office, London, for having made him my unwitting 
tool. Capt. Kenny is the only honest, intelligent, 
brainy officer in the British secret service of all 
those I ever met, but then he is an Irishman. 

The deception as to the British authorities I con- 
sistently kept up until I saw the paragraph regard- 
ing Kuepferte in the newspapers of April 29. In- 
deed, that very day I sent a cable to Mr. Churchill. 
When, however, I noted the British Government's 
boast regarding Kuepferie’s arrest, I made up my 
mind to reveal all. Here is the plain story: 

On Aug. 18, last year, while sitting in the smoke- 
room of the National Liberal Club, Londog, I re- 
ceived a telephone message to ring up a certain 
number in the War Office. Having done so, I was 
requested to come across and ask access to a certain 
room. Once there, I was taken to Lieut. Bellamy, 
who asked me whether I would be willing to under- 
take to censor all Hungarian and Rumarign correspond 
ence, telegrams, cables, etc. I readily consented. At 
this time none of the individual persecutions mentioned 
above had been embarked upon and I saw no incon- 
sistency in my helping the War Office as Hungarian 


censor. 

Accordingly, I began my duties on Aug. 20. Sometimes 
I worked at the War Office, but most of my hours of 
service were in the Mount Pleasant Postoffice. I con- 
tinued to act as censor four er five weeks, during which 
time the systematic persecution and insulting of “aliens,” 
even though they were naturalized, assumed definite and 
systematic forms. I, myself, had to submit to many per- 
sonal insults. My mind was all but made up to shake 
the dust of England off my feet when an incident, 
trifling in itself, prompted me to hesitate no longer. 

One morning as I walked into the Postal Censor's 
office and took my dossier containing “black lists,” etc., 
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Letter written to Mr. Linceln by Capt. Kenny when the German spy’s 


plans were developing. 


several huge bundies of printed matter were handed to 
me for examination. I found them to contain an appeal 
by the Hungarian Ladies’ Red Cross Society to the Hun- 
garian residents in the United States for monetary as- 
sistance for Red Cross work. The appeal was signed 
by nearly all the leading women of Hungary, many of 
whom were and are personally known to me. I reported 
the contents in conformity with the facts, yet they 
were ordered to be destroyed. 

Consider this for a moment. It was an appeal by the 
Hungarian Red Cross for urgent financial need for the 
humanitarian purposes of Red Cross work. Why, even 
enemies on the field of battle are supposed to render 
assistance to the wounded. Yet the appeal for funds 
to do this were ordered to be destroyed in the hidden 
and mysterious labyrinths of the Postal Censor.

I resigned as censor. Be it remembered that I did 
not accept any payment for my services. I now deter- 
mined to leave England, but before so doing I felt com- 
pelled by an irresistible force born of disgust and thirst 
for revenge to hit back in some form or another. After 
carefully considering various schemes I finally decided 
to find out important military or naval secrets and to 
present them to Germany. 

I had highly placed friends everywhere and occasional- 
ly obtained information of great importance. 

I knew, for instance, of the first raid on the Bight 
ef Heligoland, two days in advance—and so did the 
Germans. But I was not satisfied with oceasional tid- 
bits. I wanted to make a big scoop in the most thorough 
fashion. As will be seen from what follows, I had to 
try many avenues before I finally succeeded. 
| offered my services in turn to the Home Secretary, 
to Sir Edward Grey and to Mr. Churchill, whom I knew

personally. But they were not accepted. 
Next I attempted to get into the Counter 
Espionage Department (M. O. 5) at the 
War Office. Just what happened I will 
set out in some detail: 

On Dee. 10 I called on Lieutenant- 
Colonel Bellamy at the War Office and 
asked him to introduce me to the secret 
service officers. He presented me to 
Maj. Anderson, in room 225 of the W. O., 
who next day presented me to Capt. P. 
W. Kenny, who, is, so to speak, the acting 
chief of the secret service at the War 
Office, or rather of the military counter 
espionage service. Capt. Kenny is an 
officer of rare intelligence and ability 
and is one of the best linguists I had 
met in England. As an ex-M. P. I was 
cordially received. 


Now my aim really was nothing less 
than te lure part of the English fleet inte 
a certain quarter of the North Sea on a 
certain day and to have the German fleet 
within casy steaming distance. In order 
to procure this, I proposed just the reverse 
to Capt. Kenny and laid before him a 
carefully prepared scheme, the ostensible purpose of which 
was to destroy part of the German navy. 


Capt. Kenny complimented me on my “ingenious 
plan, which is wonderfully original,”’ he said, and prenr 
ised to discuss it with two of his chiefs. He too« careful 
notes of all I told him. 


In order to succeed the more easily I explained my al- 
leged scheme to a friend of mine, an M. P., who was so 
struck with its feasi.ility that he promised to mention 
it to Mr. McPherson, M. P., who is parliamentary secre- 
tary to the War Secretary. He also spoke to Mr. McKen- _ 
na, the Home Secretary, in the Commons. Needless to 
say, he did not know my real intentions. If this should 
reach his eyes he will be not a little surprised. Of course 
Mr. McPherson and Mr. McKenna in reading this will 
immediately know to which M. P. I am referring. 

My object in doing this was to forestall Capt. 
Kenny’s probable in juiries. 

On Dec. 7 I met Capt. Kenny at the War Office 
by appointment. He told me my plan was under 
consideration and he then went once more into a 
discussion of my scheme. 

On Dec. 16 I again met Capt. Kenny. He told me 
that my plan, though most wonderful, could not be 
accepted, as it would necessitate disclosing to me 
the whereabouts of the British fleet, or part of it, 
which could not be disclosed to anyone, no matter 
what advantages might result from it. 

I was balked. However, by my plan and other 
factors I had evidently gained the confidence of 
Capt. Kenny, who told me of a possibility of send- 
ing me in a few week’s time to a neutral couatry 
for certain purposes. 

It was evident that I must adopt a new line of 
procedure. I found out from Capt. Kenny that the 
headquarters of the German espionage for England 
were at the German consulate in Rotterdam and 
that he, too, had many agents in that country. 
“Incidentally,” he remarked, “we might ask you 
to go to Rotterdam to find out how much cocoa 
and other foodstuffs are exported from Holland inte 
Germany,” adding that they had found it hitherto 
very difficult to find this out. This at once showed 
me an opening. 

I said to myself. If such a comparatively easy 
matter causes the counter espionage difficulties, 
provided I could find out this or any other import- 
ant things, surely that would enable me to get be 
hind the scenes and thus accomplish my purpose. 

Next day, Dee. 17, I left London for Rotterdam, 
where I arrived on the evening of Dec. 18. My trip 
to Rotterdam was not known to anyone. 

Once there I had to devise means to gain the con- 
fidence of the German Consul. For it was evident that 
I might prejudice my case if I should straightway offer 
my services to him. No matter how sincerely I wished 
to help him, he might consider me ag an emissary of 
England, in which case the achievement of my purpose 
would be altogether impossible. 


Now, my object was to odtain important secrets from 
the Germans which I would use as a means to get into 
the confidence of the English and find out and use 
things to their harm. 


Consequently I am constrained to admit that I worked 
the German Consul at Rotterdam as my tool, by not only’ 
not disclosing to him my true plan, but by side-track- 
ing him, in which attempt | entirely sueceeded. I hope

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Consul Gneist 
condemn me. 

But a word of advice to him. He must be more care- 
ful in the future. For, indeed, had I been an English 
agent the consequences might have been disastrous, so 
important were the official secrets he confided to me. 

He knows now, of course, that while I could not carry 
out my scheme, I prevented the information he gave me 
from veing of any real service to the English by warning 
him the very moment I saw my plan had miscarried. 

On Dec. 30 I had so far succeeded that next day the 
German Consul promised me the delivery of certain 
documents. 

During my conversation with Capt. Kenny in Lon- 
don he told me once in secret that although he knew 
there were many German spies in England, he could 
not “unearth” (this was the word he used) their or- 
ganization nor discover the general methods by which 
they sent their information to Germany, 

The information I got from the Consul on the 30th 
placed in my hands the absolute and unquestionable 
power and means to hunt down most, if not all, of the 
German spies in England—had I -wished to do so. 

In passing, I should like to remark that the Germans 
are better informed of the secret service of England 
than the English are of the Germans. I will only give 
two instances. 

On Dec. 29 I had a conversation at the German lega- 
tion at The Hague with Lieutenant-Colonel von Oster- 
tag, military attache of Germany, who, as Maj. Ostertag, 
was for seven years prior to the war German military at- 
tache in London. 

Lieutenant-Colonel von Ostertag, during our conversa- 
tion, complained about a slighting remark Capt. Kenny 
made about him to someone following the outbreak of the 
war. This was very significant, for, knowing Capt. Ken- 
ny to be a gentleman, I knew that he would not make a 
remark of that nature about anyone except to one in his 
confidence. It was obvious, therefore, that in Capt. 
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Kenny’s entourage there was someone who was in Ger- Accordingly I called at 6 p. m. This was my final 


many’s service. The other instance was furnished by 
Herr Legationsrath Gneist, the German Consul in Rot- 
terdam. He not only knew a great deal of the secret 
service work of England, and of the disposition of part 
of the British fleet, but he also knew one of the prin- 
cipal codes used by Capt. Kenny’s agents. 

I had to see the German Consul at 10 a. m. on Dec. 
31 by appointment. When I called at the consulate he 
was not there, but had left a message for me explaining 
that he had left for Wesel, Germany, tnat morning spe- 
cially in my behalf, but would be back at 6 p. m. When 
I said that he could not do the return journey in that 
short time, I was informed that a German motor car 
from Wesel was to meet him at Arnheim, take him to 
Wesel and bring him back there. Wesel, it should be 
pointed out, is the headquarters of the Nachrichten- 
dienst (information service)connected with Great Britain.

have all my instructions and codes copied out for me 
and sent to my hotel next morning. It was considered 
advisable not to call again at the consulate, as I might 
have been shadowed by English spies. Even had they 
done this I amply provided for this contingency in two 
separate ways, as I shall show.

THE BIGGEST WATER WHEEL PLANT 


Y far the greatest hydro-electric development in 
America is that now well under way to comple- 
tion on the Big Creek, that flows into the San 
Joaquin River, about 70 miles east of Fresno, 

Cal. This short stream falls 4000 feet in six miles and 

drains a basin of about 88 square miles, over which 

there is an annual average rainfall of 80 inches. 

A light and power corporation is turning this tre- 
mendous waterfall into electricity and transmitting it 
to Los Angeles, 240 miles away. The river has been 
dammed to make a reservoir with a capacity of 53,000 
acre feet, which is now being increased to 120,000 acre 
feet by raising the dams. 

There are two power houses, one half way down and 
the other at the foot of the fall. The water runs through 
a tunnel and steel pipes to the first power house, where 
it rushes from 6-inch nozzles with a velocity of 350

feet per second, or about 240 miles an hour. It strikes 
the buckets of wheels 94 inches in diameter, making 
these spin as fast as the drivers of a locomotive travel- 
ing 100 miles an hour. Each pair of these wheels 
develops 23,500 horsepower. Then the water falls 
through more tunnels and pipes to the lower power 
house, where it sets more wheels spinning. 

In each power house there are two main generators, 
each of 17,500 kilowatts capacity. Here the current 
is generated at 6000 volts and raised by transformers 
to 150,000 volts. It is carried by six aluminum cables, 
each an inch in diameter, across the 240 miles of desert 
and mountains to Los Angeles. 

When the plant’s full power is realized.“it will form 
an inexhaustible mine of energy, with an output that 
could not be equaled by the consumption of over 8,000,000 
tons of coal per year in a very efficient plant.”

C. F. had predicted. However, it might 
have been changed even then and Mr.

“You’ve all done tne very best you 
knew how,” he said. “You’ve worked 
hard and I appreciate it. I don’t want 
you to blame the author of the play or 
the critics for finding fault with it. It’s 
all my fault. I thought it was a good 
olay. I was mistaken.” 


And all through his long career this 
was the way Charles Frohman accepted 
failure. He never blamed the actors, he 
never blamed the playwrights or the 
*ritics for a failure. He always shoul- 
jered all the blame by saying that he 
thought the play was a ‘good play and 
that he had been mistaken. 


One of the things that C. F. prided 
1imself on was his reputation for produc- 


ng “clean” plays. Nothing made him 
more unhappy than to be accused of 
pandering to low tastes. Only last fall 
his production of “The Song of Songs” 
in Philadelphia was criticized on that 
score. He had spent a lot of time on 
the production and given it a strong cast. 
He confided to several people that he ex- 
pected it to be one of his biggest winners. 
But when its morality was questioned C. 
F. decided he would not have his name 
associated with it. He quickly trans- 
ferred the production to Al H. Woods, 
who is not noted for being over-squeamish 
in such matters. Woods brought the 
play to New York shortly afterwards 
and it has had a long run. 

C. F. was equally jealous of the repu- 
tations of his women stars. He actually 
forbade his unmarried stars to frequent 
Broadway restaurants, especially after 
the theater. He always pointed with

pride to the example of Miss Maude 
Adams, who, by keeping herself a semi- 
recluse, made her stage personality much 
more interesting. And he backed up his 
argument by showing how Ethel Barry- 
more’s drawing power had waned in 
New York because she was so much in 
evidence in the city’s night life, in vaude- 
ville and in motion pictures. Being a 
semi-recluse himself he wanted his stars 
to be likewise and he broke with several 
of them because he considered that they 
did not deport themselves in a dignified 
manner off the stage.

Cleopatra was therefore installed in 


‘one of Caesar's villas and although he 


spent much time with her and their in- 
fant son, who had been named Caesarion, 
he still lived with his Roman wife. 

It was during this period that Caesar 
began to dream of a throne, and it is 
evident that he first planned the world 
kingdom which was the dream of Cleo 
patra. through the remainder of her life. 
Together they planned for the union of 
the Egyptian kingdom and the Roman 
Empire, with Caesar and Cleopatra on 
the throne, and their young son as the 
heir. 

Cleopatra was naturally ambitious, and 
during this period she seems to have 


‘ever dreamed of the establishment of a 


great dynasty with her son eventually 
ruler of the civilized world. 

Step by step Caesar had been drawing 
nearer to the realization of their ambt- 
(ion. He had been made Dictator, for 
ten years, then for life and then the 
office had been made hereditary. 

But his tendency towards royalty was 
becoming more and more apparent to 
both his friends and his enemies and the 
supporters of the republic became more 
and more bitter towards him. On the 
day that Caesar was murdered in the 
halls of the Roman Senate, he had expect- 
ed to be declared King of all the Roman 
Empire outside Italy, and it was this 
expectation that caused him to go to the 
Senate after he had been repeatedly 
warned of the conspiracy to assassinate 
him. 

It ‘was after Cleopatra had partially 
recovered from the shock of Caesar's 
death and the claims of Octavian, Caesar’s 
nephew to the office which Caesar had 
held, had been accepted by the Senate, 
that she turned to Mark Antony as the 
man who could advance the claims of 
the young Caesarion. Antony, who had 
been Caesar’s most trusted friend, had 
already become famous as a soldier and 
orator and was recognized as the natural 
leader of the party. Before the return 
of Cleopatra to Egypt he promised to 
work for the interests of her son, but 
after her departure he seems to have 


‘spent his time in advancing his own 


political interests. 

Some historians have claimed that it 
was Cleopatra’s desire for a companion 
to take the place of Caesar, that caused 
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her to appeal to Antony, but Weigall 
thinks that her ambition for her son 
was the reason she sought the aid of the 
new leader in Rome. 

It was not until years later that she 
learned to love Antony, and her love 
for him, it would seem, was genuine, 
for in the later years of her life there 
were many times when she could have 
better advanced her own interests by 
renouncing him, and giving him up to 
his enemies. 

With Antony no such worthy love 
seems to have been possible. He was 
described as a “colossal child, capable of 
conquering a world and incapable of re- 
sisting a pleasure.” 

From the start he apparently played 
false with Cleopatra, and she seems to 
have known it, but when she again had 
an opportunity to-lay her case before 
him, she did it in a much different man- 
ner than when she had made an alliance 
with him in Rome. 

It was after Antony had won his great 
victory over Brutus and the other mur- 
derers of Caesar, and had become the most 
powerful man in the world, that he sent 
for Cleopatra to come to Tarsus, where 
he was encamped with his army. Antony, 
according to Weigall, had not summoned 
Cleopatra because of any affections for 
her, but because his request for her aid 
in the recent war had been refused, 
owing to her belief that he had been 
false with her and his desire to reproach 
her. Now she recognized in Antony the 
only hope of accomplishing her ambition 
for her son, and she decided to impress 
upon Antony the wealth of Egypt, know- 
ing that this more than anything else 
would win him to her cause. 

Her appearance at Tarsus and the rich- 
ness and splendor of her fleet, with the 
banquets which dazzled the world, have 
often been described by historians. An- 
tony seems to have been completely won 
over, and here it is said he first began 
to play the lover to Cleopatra. It was 
later in Alexandria that he actually mar- 
ried her, after having won the lasting 
enmity of Octavian, Dictator at Rome, 
by divorcing his wife, who was Octavian’s 
sister. 

After this new alliance was formed 
with Antony, Weigall admits that Cleo- 
patra had caused her sister and several 
others who had conspired against her 
to be murdered, but these deaths Weigall 
says, were to have been expected and 
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were not looked upon as crimes. 

When Antony and Cleopatra had re- 
turned to Alexandria, it is admitted by 
Weigall that their manner of life was 
riotous, and that Antony was seldom 


sober, but Cleopatra during all this time 


was working out her plan for the addi- 
tion of the Roman Empire to her king- 
dom. 

In the years that followed and the war 
between Antony and Octavian, which re- 
sulted in the crushing defeat of Antony 
and the deserting of his troops, Cleopatra 
is pictured as a high-minded, serious 
woman, striving against impossible odds 
to raise her son to the high position 
which she and his father, Caesar, had 
planned for him. Antony, on the other 
hand, it would seem by his continual 
drunkenness and show of weakness after 
his defeat, at times became almost the 
object of her scorn, yet she was ever 
loyal to him, according to Weigall. Other

ing to betray him, to Octavian, but Wei- 
gall declares that even when all seemed 
to be lost and she herself faced captivity 
or suicide, she refused.to have her hus- 
band put to death and thus gain the 
forgiveness of Octavian and the promise 
that her son should be allowed to reign 
in Egypt. 

When Antony finally saw his fleet 
and his troops desert after he had lined 
them up before the walls of Alexandria 
to give battle to Octavian, he rushed into 
the palace declaring that Cleopatra had 


betrayed him, and forced her to flee to’ 


the tomb she had prepared for herself 
to escape his anger. But even this did 
not cause her to turn against him, and 
a few hours later when she learned that 
Antony had pierced his body with his 
sword, she had him brought to her and 
Weigall says that the fallen hero of 
Rome died in her arms. 

Cleopatra had sent her son to India 
‘for safety and now, with her foes in the 
city, there seemed to be nothing left 
but captivity, so she decided to end her 
life. Octavian, however, was very an- 
xious that she should live, that he might 
take her to Rome as a captive and parade 
her through the streets in golden chains 
in his triumph. For several days she 
refrained from ending her life, because 
of threats Octavian had made against her 
three children, alsa the children of An- 
tony.
